He was 
the busiest man in the whole Yankton con- 
vention and slid through the crowd like an 
eel, Some tenderfoot who did not know Pet- 
tigrew, attracted by the peculiar motions of 
the man, asked: *“*Who the thunder is that 
man who sidies along like a big pickerel?’’ 
The remark was feaucht up, and Mr. Petti- 
grew was written down Sin local history as 
tne ** Pickerel Statesman.”’ 


The Republican Senatorial caucus this 
afternoon discussed committee matters. 
Places will have to be found for the addi- 
tional Senators which the new States have 
sent here. The question to be decided was, 
“Shail tne number of Senators on commit- 
tees be increased or shali those Senators 
who are now on three or four committees be 
taken off some of them s0 as to give the new 
men a chance?’ A committee was appointed 
lo investigate and report and then the cau- 
cus after a brief session adjourned. The 
prevailing sentiment among tle older 
Senators is against increasing the 
committee memberships.

The new Senators 
don’t care to be placed at the tail end of com- 
mnittees which don’t amount toanything. They 
rightfully insist that the interests of the new 
States entitle them to positions on important 
committees—A ppropriations, Commerce, Pub- 
lic Lands, and soon. Xhe caucus did not dis- 
cuss the proposition to reorganize Sergeant- 
at-Arms Canaday out of office. The Senutors 
who want to oust him decided to first make a 
count and see what their strength is. Can- 
aday is trying to save himself by turning out 
oid employés and putting in new ones. to 
please individual Senators. 


The clerks ot the Committees on Appropri- 
ations of the Senate and House have pre- 
pared a comparative statement of estimates, 
apprupriations, and expenditures for the 
maintenancé of the Government for the fiscal 
years 1890 and 1891, from which it appears 
that the net :ncrease of the estimates for 
1891 over the current year is $20,867,168, and 
the net increase of the estimates for the next 
year over the appropriations for this year is 
$38,092,112. The total estimates of regular 
ana permanent annual appropriations for the 
next fiscal year are $406,843,315, while the 
total revenues are estimated at $450,414,347, 
showing anexcess of estimated revenues 
overestimated appropriations next year of 
$43,571,022. The net surpins for the present 
year 1s placed at $53,532,511, or $9,961,489 more 
than the estimated surplus for the next fiscal 
year. This prospective decrease in the sur- 
plus is stated, too, without reference to the 
possibility of the enactment of a river and 
harbor bill, for in the estimates submitted 
by the Secretary of the Treasury there:is a 
notable omission of the ordinary provision 
for river ana harbor improvements. 


Assistant Attorney Genera! Shields of the 
Interior Department has given the Secretary 
of the Interior an opinion as to the effect of 
the seventeenth section of the act admitting 
the new States, which refers to the uct of 
1841 (the original Preémption act) and re- 
peals the same as to the new States. He 
holds that, taking the whole section to- 
gether, the intent was not to repeal the Pre- 
emption laws but to make a grant of

HOW THE BEST MEN WERE SHUT OUT. 


There is not much doubt that there will be 
a citizens’ ticketin the fieid as the result of 
the general dissatisfaction of Democrats as 
well as Republicans at the party tickets nomi- 
nated Monday and yesterday. The two lead- 
ing Democratic newspapers repudiate the 
boodie ticket of Monday. They refuse to 
support or indorse anyone of the candi- 
dates. The Republican citizens who do 
not participate in politics refuse to support 
the Republican ticket. Most persons express 
themselves as well satisfied with Gen. Stock- 
ton, and John Spry is also highly vcommend- 
ed, but the otner nominees are not satisfac- 
tory. Ald. Weinhardt, it is true, has made a 
good record in the Council and is personally 
an amiable gentleman, but he has no special 
qualifications for the position of Drainage 
Commussioner, and if elected would be en- 
tirely under the influence of Coroner Hertz, 
his backer, sponsor, and nominator. His 
support came from the Democratic wards, 
the votes which nominated bim being cast by 
delegates from the Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
‘Tenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, and Seventeenth 
Wards. The majorities against him election 
day in those wards will run up ipto the thou- 
sands. There wili be a large vote against 
him also as a protest against the bossism of 
Mr, Hertz. 

William Vocke, the well-known German 
lawyer, said last evening: “I understand 
Mr, Weinhardt is an excellent gentleman and 
a good business-man. These facts are not 
generally known. He stands before the pub- 
lic as the candidate of Mr. Hertz. I hardly 
think that will help him. The talk is strongly 
in favor of a citizens’ ticket.” 

A North Side German who was a delegate 
in yesterday’s convention said that Mr. 
Weinhardt would be opposed because he is 
the candidate of the Coroner’s office. 

Mr. Coy’s nomination also fails to give sat- 
isfaction. He, too, got his backing mostly 
from the Democratic wards. His chief spon- 
sors were Democratic politicians who some- 
times masquerade as Republicans. Few peo- 
ple, for instance, know that John Brennock, 
the Nineteenth Wara packer, and Jim Mona- 
han, Armour’s salesman, are Republicaus. 
They appeared in the convention of yester- 
day as delegates from the Nineteenth Ward 
‘to support Mr. Coy. 

But if there is revolt against Coy and 
Weinharat it is certain that it is more pro- 
nounced against O. W. Guthrie. Nobody 
could account for Mr. Guthrie’s nomination. 
The only explanation of it that was offered 
is that Mr. Coy’s friends wanted a weak man 
on the ticket to insure that Mr. Coy himseif 
shoyld not be beaten.

The Republican Convention’s Work Some- 
thing of a Disappointment. 

In a few well-chosen words Chairman John 
S. Runnells laid before the Republican con- 
vention which met at North Side Turner-Hall 
at 11 o’clock yesterday to nominate candi- 
dates for Drainage Commissioners the vast 


‘importance of the drainage project, and the 


consequent necessity of having a Board of 
Trustees consisting of only the best men that 
could be induced to serve the public in that 
capacity. He referred to the egregious blun- 
ders ot the Democracy in nominating a ticket 
by boodle, blarney, and buncombe, and 
warned the delegates against falling’ into 
similar errors. 

From tne outset the advice of Mr. Runnells 
was disregarded. Instead of the high prin-

A NEW SCHEME WORKED.

equitable distribution of the burdens in accor.- 
ance with the letter and spirit of the law, with 
due regard to the interests of all the taxpayers, 
and without reference to the particular interests 
of corporations, cliqués, or individuals, 

Resolved, That, recognizing the just claims of 
the honest workingmen and the right to a share 
in the benefits of the improved methods of labor, 
this convention reaffirms the principle of the 
enactment of the Drainage act passed 
by a Republican Legislature, that eight 
hours shali constitute a day's work, 
and declares that none but American 
citizens—citizens of the drainage district being 
given the preference—should be employed on 
any work done under the supervision of the 
commission, a majority of whose members we 
meet to nominate. 

fesolved, That in all cases where contract 
work is manifestly contemplated by law, or is 
necessary or most advantageous, bids 
shall be duly and fully advertised 
and contracts let to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder after such due advertisement, 
care being always taken to secure responsibility 
and to compel the contractors under the law to 
observe the stipulation that eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work; and when contracts are 
let the trustees shall insert such stipulations in 
the contract as will protect the workmen em- 
ployed by such contractors in the prompt pay- 
ment of their wages.

A LIVE-STOCK TRUST. 


Cattle Commission Men Meet at 
the Union Stock-Yards. 


OBJECTS TO BE ATTAINED. 


If They Combine They May Fix the Rates 
of Sale and Purchase. 


WILL CONTROL RAILROAD RATES, 


Representatives of Many Exchanges Present 
at the Conference, 


ANOTHER MEETING WILL BE HELD TODAY.

The cattle commission men of Peoria, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, St. Louis, and Sioux City 


met with the Chicago representatives in the ° 


exchange rooms at the Stock-Yards yester- 
day morning. It is understood that the act- 
ual object of the meeting is the formation of 
acombination between the live stock ex- 
changes of the cities represented for the 
purpuse of controlling prices and killing off 
competition. 

By such a union as it is proposed to effect 
the whole power will pass into the hands oi 
its members. The ratiroads will have to 
comply with their demands and both cattle 
shippers and cattle buyers will be practucally 
al theirmercy. Fixed rates will be paid for 
stock and sales made at the figures settied 
by the governing body of the new trust. 
Of course, it will be denied that any trust or 
combination is intended, but the conference 
has not been called simply to talk over affairs 
of ordinary business. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

About fifty delegates from the six ex- 
changes were present when M. P. Buell called 
the conference to order and stated the ob- 
ject of the conferénce. W. C. Cassidy was 
made Temporary Chairman and C. W. Baker 
of Chicago was elected Temporary Secretary. 
Committees on credentials and permanent 
organization were appointed, anda recess of 
thirty minutes taken. The Committee on 
Credentials reported no contests, while the 
Permanent Organization Committee reported 
W. H. Thompson Jr. of Chicago for Perma- 
nent Chairman and W. J. Broderich of St. 
Louis Secretary, with R. J. Wvodvery assist- 
ant. President Thompson on taking the 
chair made a speech welcoming. the visiting 
delegates and stating the objects to be: 

“To promote a seatiment of friendship and 
coufidence between the different markets 
represented, to secure an expression of opin- 
ion On matvers of mutual interest, to consider 
certain quesuons of general importance to 
the live stock industry, and to consider the 
advisability of organizing a National Ex- 
change for the purpose of securing sich leg- 
islauon, both Stave and National, as would 
better the condition of the trade in all its 
branches, and for the repeal of such restric- 
uons, both foreign and domestic, as are op- 
pressive and obnoxious. 

‘It 1s also,”’ he said, “for the purpose of 
forming a medium of national character 
through which its members or others can 
make their grievances known, and by means 
ot which amicable and satisfactory settle- 
ments of the same may frequently be 
effected.”’ 

A committee of seven on resolutions was 
appointed. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was taken up in the 
reading of papers on, various matters. Rich- 
ard Nash submitted a paper on * Oleo,”’ M. P. 
Bueli on “* Transportation,’ C. W. Baker on 
‘National Inspection,” D. C. Wagner on 
‘Splenic-Fever,’”’ J. H. Campbell and J. 
Rosenbaum on “The Dockage of Cattle.” 
Resolutions accumpanied the several papers 
and they were referred to that committee, 

The conference adjourned to meet at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, at which place the 
Chairman, W. H. Thompson, called the ad- 
journed meeting to order lastevening. 

The Chairman announced that at the hour 
of adjournment the question before the con- 
ference was tne advisability of formmg a 
National Live-Stock Exchange. 

E. P. Savage, Chairman of the Committee 
on Resolutions, said that committee had pre- 
pared # resolution on the subject. It was: 

Be it resolved, By the several live-stock ex- 
changes in conference assembled, that we pro- 
ceed to organize a National Live-Stock Ex 
change, in pursuance of and under the call which 
was issued for this convention, 

A Committee on Organization was then ap- 
pointed as follows: Kansas City, F. Cooper, 
M. 8S. Peters; Omaba, J. B. Blanchard, J. 
Haik; St. Louis, E. J. Smith, C. J. Daley; 
Peoria, C. M. Fifer; Sioux City, A. H. Par- 
sons; Chicago, Richard Nash, M. P. Buell, 
and W. J. Broderick of St. Louis. 

After an intermission of an hour, during 
which the Committee on Organization held a 
conference, the Chairman reported that the 
committee had agreed to support subDstan- 
tially the by-laws adopted by the convention 
in 1887. The only rule about which there 
had been any discussion was that concerning 
representation on the exchange. The com- 
mittee desired further time to consider the 
matter. The convention thea adjourned to 
meet at 10:30 this morning in the hall of the 
Live-Stock Exchange at the Union Stock- 
Yaras. 


HEBREW REOCCUPANCY OF PALESTINE. 


A Delegation from America Bound for 
the Holy Land on a Mission. 

PittssurG, Pa., Dec. 3.—[Special. |—Fifty 
Hebrews from points between Chicago and 
Ogden passed through Pittsburg today en 
route to Jerusalem. They go to inquire into 
the feasibility of the reoccupancy of the 
Holy Land as advocated by Lord Beaconsfield, 
and other Jewish leaders in Europe and 
America since his death. The tour was ar- 
ranged by a Western railroad and the travei- 
ers were rather reticent. They deciared 
that the outcome of the pilgrimage depended 
largely upon the laws of the country and the 
concessions to be secured there for future 
settlers. The party will go direct to the 
Holy Land, and, upon returning, report to 
the various colonization societies in America. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE HAS AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Residents of Alton Bay Awakened by 8 
Shock Which Jars Their Houses. 
Dover, N. H., Dec. 3.—Early this morning 
the 114 inhabitants of Alton Bay were awak- 
enec by an earthquake shock which jarred 
the houses. Many people rushed from their 
beds. Crockery and glassware were broken. 
Clocks were stopped at 1:29. Asecond shock 
was more severe than the first. People then 
rushed from their houses, expecting tney 
would tumble down. The bell on the steam- 
er Mount Washiugton, in tne middle of the 
bay, was rung. The shock was also felt at 
Alton and Gilford, but was not so severe.

A little over a week agoa young man who 
has forsome months past been known un- 
favorably in California ag Arthur C. Will- 
lams electrified a large portion of the Unitea 
States with a statement that in considera- 
tion of waiving all claims on A. C. Gorham, 
a Boston banker, and supposed parent of 
Williams, he (Gorham) had agreed to give 
the youngster no less a suin than $1,000,000 
in Government. bonds and §800,000 worth of 
enero in Kansas City and Birmingham, 

a. 

Now there appears on the scene one Sam- 
uel Harris, a canvasser and peddier of 
jewelry and notions, who boldly says that in- 
stead of being a cast-off, illegitimate son of a 
banker, canceling a claim~on a parent for 
nearly $2,000,000, Williams is, in reality, a 
smooth young Chicago scoundrel working a 
bold game on the San Francisco public; that 
he knew Williams under the name of Al 
Blake in the Cook County Jail when he 
(Harris) was a “trusty” there. He aiso 
says Williams was known under the aliases 
of Sanguinetti and Sankey, and served a 
termin the Joliet (Ili.) penitentiary for 
siealing:a womau’s diamonds. 

Williams or Blake was first known to Har- 
ris asa bell-boy around Chicago, working 
with confidence men and sneak thieves in 
hotels. Then he became a full-fledged confi- 
dence man, working all the larger cities in 
company with women for pals generally. 
Even in jail Blake used to eucher his fellow- 
prisoners out of postage-stamps, sugar, cof- 
fee, and any luxury of which they were in 
possession. Among Williams’ particular 
friends was Archie Davis, who worked for 
“Long John” Wentworth in Chicago, and 
the two put upajobto rob the old states- 
man. Davis did the work and was sent to 
the penitentiary, but Blake got off that time. 
Later, however, he joined his young friend 
in the Joliet Penitentiary ana became well 
known in the police circles of big cities. 

Wiliams 1s said to be fitting up an elegant 
residence on Ellis street, between Mason and 
Taylor. He has persuaded a number of house 
furnishers to fix up the place in the most ex- 
pensive style—such as would be fit for the 
possessor of nearly $2,000,000. The carpets 
are said to be the richest obtainable; the fur- 
niture is simply magaiticent; great plate mir- 
rors and expensive paintings adorn the 
rooms. In addition to this the choicest bric- 
&-brac and ornaments are used in decoration. 
All these things are to be paid for out of the 
money that he says Gorham gave him in ex- 
change for his renunciation of ali relation- 
ship and ali claims on him.

You have heard a great deal in this case about 
the law of conspiracy—talk about conspiracy. It 
is simply another way of stating a familiar prop- 
osition, as faras it applies to this case. The 
law of conspiracy is harmonious, and goes 
further than our statute im regard to ac- 
cessories, but so far as = this case 
is concerned, and its application here there is 
practically no difference. The law as stated on 
the subject of conspiracy is that where men con- 
spire to do an illegal act and any ode of the con- 
spirators in pursuance of the object of conspira- 
cy does the illegal act all are guilty. So under 
the law, if these defendants conspire together, 
either alone by themselves or with others who 
are at present unknown, and if some one of 
those conspirators in that cottage the night of 
May 4 did the deed then all are guilty. 
No matter whether te was in hi 
home asiee whether he was in the 
station on orth Chicago avenue, or in the 
saloon of Matt Danahy; no matter, it they aided, 
if they assisted, if they advised, if they encour- 
aged, they are equally guilty with the man who 
was actually present, and who actually struck 
the fatal plow. Now, gentlemen of the jury, that 
is a1] the law there isin this case ‘touching the 
offense, and I undertake to say there will be no 
dispute but what I have stated it accurately. 

WHAT DID MR. WING SHOW? 

Whatis the evidence? The evidence in this 
case is what is called circumstantial. Mr. Wing, 
in his long and able argument before you, from 
the beginning to the endof it, dwelt upon the 
danger of circumstantial evidence. The whole 
of his argument was an effort to show to. you 
gentlemen that circumstantial evidence is dan- 
gerous; that it is dangerous to hberty and to 
life; that it may lead to the conviction of inno- 
cent persons, ana should be, looked upon with 
suspicion. Mr. Wing, it seems to mie, has shown 
more than that, if he has shown anything, by his 
argument. 

Before he proceeded an hour he made an &t- 
tack upon other kinds of evidence. He said peo- 
ple had appeared upon this stand: who had at- 
tempted to identify several of these defendants. 
“I say to you, gentlemen, in all honesty 
and all candor that no evidence is more danger- 
ous than evidence of identification.”” And then, 
before he had proceeded an hour longer-in the 
course of his discussion, reaching those portions 
of the evidence Which narrated conversations 
and declarations of the defendants, he again sol- 
emnly and honestly gives you gentlemen to un- 
derstand thatin his judgment the most of this 
evidence is the most dangerous evidence. 

Then comes circumstantial evidence, and you 
have heard that discussed. And lastly, the only 
other possible evidence is the evidence of con- 
fessions or admissions. If Mr. Wimg’s argument 

roves anything it appears that courts of justice 
Bave no place in modern civilization. Courts of 
justice are organized to decide cases upon the 
evidence, and every species of evidence, if the 
argument be true, is unworthy of credence and 
unsute, and the only result of Mr. Wing’s argu- 
ment is that the mea who commit ¢rime must of 
necessity walk the streets of the city laughing.at 
the law which they deride and defy and denoun- 
cing the victims of tneir crime. [Sensation.] 

I undertake to say to you that while it is true, 
as Mr. Wing says, that one or two law writers— 
not practical writers, but theorists, men who 
write their law from their inner consciousness 
and not from the result of law practice and law 
decision, they undertake to decry circumstantial 
evidence, I admit that. I undertake to say that 
the learned and ingenious counsel in this case 
cannot find in the decisions of all the cofirts, in 
the writings of any of the accredited practical 
writers upon law, a single line which says that 
circumstantial evidence may not be vastly bet- 
ter than direct evidence. What is the truth of 
it? The truth of it is that every case stands 
upon its own foundation. One case of circum- 
stantial evidence may be insufficient, because 
the evidence is not aufficientto justify a con- 
clusion. In such cases there should be an ac- 
quittal. Cases of direct evidence may be dan- 
gerous, because jurors may feel that they ¢can- 
not rely upon the statements of witnesses. But 
a case of circumstantial evidence may be so 
strong and convincing that it would’ be impossi- 
ble to find a stronger oase.

Now, gentlemen of the jury, this is a medical 
law book; nota theoretical one; one which is 
authority in every court, and upon Which courts 
base their rulings. [Mr. Ingham -here read 
authorities on circumstantial evidence. ] 

The language which I have read to you is the 
language of the Chief Justice of Pennsylvania. 
It is quoted with approval by Wharton, the text- 
writer. It simply says, as 1 said to you before, 
that circumstantial evidence may be stronger 
than any possible case of direct evidence. 
Now, the fact for you ta determine 
here is whether the evidence in this 
case shows that these men were parties to the 
conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin and of what 
value it is; for what you are to determine 
here is not an abstract question of reasoning, it 
is a question of concrete fact or truth, Did those 
men with unholy hands do that deed? If they 
did, they should be victed, and no meétaphysic- 
al argument should Dy any pessibility stand in 
the way. If they did, then the accused can 
stand on the streets of Chicago in the morning 
and boast of the killing of a British spy, and no 

wer on earth can touch them, no legal power.

Now, you take the evidence in this case 
analyze it, see the bearing of the whole of it, and 
see what it amounts to deliberately, and you can 
see a clear evidence of design from the meeting 
in Camp No. 20 to the finding of the clothes in 
the sewer, and you see that through it all runs 
an intelligent, human design.

O’SULLIVAN ENEW THE PLAN THOROUGHLY. 

Why was*the cottage rented pext to O'Sullivan 
in which to do the deed? Look tothe end and 
gee the purpose. The man who rushes up the 
steps of the doctor's office to decoy him to his 
death says to the doctor, ‘‘O’Suliivan’s man is 
injured at his ice-house and needs your help in- 
stantly.”" How far was that cottage from the 
ice-house or the barn of O'Sullivan?

When that cottage was rented, old man Carlson 
tells you that Burke, as soon as he bad paid the 
rent, went where first? Went to the defendant 
O'Sullivan. He teils you that he heard Burke 
gay to him: “ The cottage is rented.’” How does 
it happen that the man who rented that cottage 
and the man who made the contract to lead the 
doctor to bis death happened to be there at that 
instant? Because there was designin it. Burke 
wantea to be near O'Sullivan. He must be there 
or the contract could not be carried on—for a 
eontract then was undoubtedly planned, He 
goes over and talks with O'Sullivan, 


WITHIN THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


Dr. Cronin Disarmed by a Friendly Con- 
tract for Professional Services. 
At the opening of the afternoon session Mr. 
Ingham resumed his address to the jury. 
Gentiemen of the jury, Burke rented the cot- 
tage. The carpet was on the parlor. The furni- 
ture Was arranged around the room. The chairs 
were there, There was alight. It was an invit- 
ing, cozy place. Then came the most difficult 
question in the whole problem—hcew should the 
doctor bé gotten there? There is evidence in 
this case from which it can be inferred that for 
months Dr. Cronin had been walking in the 
shadow of death and that he knew it. 
There is evidence in this case that while he 
lived in the full glare of the electric-light 
in front of his house he could all the time see 


' the clouds that were coming te cover him from 


human sight. On the morning after his disap- 
pearance Mrs. Conklin telephoned to O'Sullivan 
to know if he knew anything about bim. Before 
#2o’clock noon T. T. Conklin went to Capt. 
Schaack and asked him to send his men out to 
search for Dr. Cronin, and he almost quarreled 
with Capt. Schaack because he refused to do 
anything before 6 o'clock. 

Dr. Cronin’s friends—those who knew him, 
those who lived with him—krew in their hearts 
the moment that he failed to appear in the morn- 
ing that the man was dead. Mr. Conklin went at 
once to Schaack. But Capt. Schaack is a Ger- 
man, and knew nothing about the facts of these 
Irish societies—he did not belong to any Irish 
society. 

The chances were greater that there was some 
other reason for the doctor's disappearance, and 
he refused to do anything until 6 o’ciock that 
night. Now, in the meantime, Conklin goes to a 
private detective agency, whose en ployés must 
be paid out of his own pocket, and engages them 
to begin the search immediately for the missing 
doctor. That indicates, gentlemen, that the 
friends of this man knew he was in danger, and 
if his friends knew it they could only have 
learned it from him, He knew it. This man, 
eutitied to the protection of the laws of this city 
as he walked up and down the streets, knew that 
danger was before him. How could he be lured? 
How could ne be led to the slaughter? There 
was Only one method open. Cronin could be led 
to his death only by taking hold of his profession 
as a leading string to draw him. The contract in 
this case which O'Sullivan made is exceedingly 
suspicious. We have his own acts to show that, 

What was the next step? O'Sullivan goes to 
Mahoney and asks him if he knows the doctor 
well and asks him to introduce him to the doc- 


| tor; tells him he wants to make a contract with 


the doctor for professional services, and Mahoney 
finally goes to the doctor's office with O'Sulli- 
van. You can see how that act disarmed suspi- 
cion, You must remember that a contract in 
this case to be effectual must be something that 
would disarm suspicion. Suppose they had sent 
for Cronin without a contract; suppose in the 
middie of the night aman had come up to him 
and asked him to go to Lake View, what would 
he have done? He would have said, “Why do 
you not go fora nearer © pt gt Y’ and, know- 
ing what he did, he would no more have gone out 
into the darkness than he would have jumped 
into the nver. (Sensation. } 
THERE MUST BE A REASON GIVEN. 

What is*the excuse for that contract? Mr. 
Ingham repeated O’Sullivan’s excuse and con- 
tinued: hatis the truth aboutit? The truth 
ofitis thathe had in his employment at that 
time five men; that he had been in this ice bus- 
iness for years and never had an accident. No 
man in his employ, from the time he began the 
business until then, had ever been injured. No 
damage suits had ever been brought against him 
for injury to any one else, and for three long 
years the whole of his medical attendance 
amounted simply to $10 or less. Now, why is it 
that they should have this arrangement for sum- 
moning the doctor? When that contract was 
made was there a word said about the telephone?

Mrs. Conklim describes it as a 
lady knowing nothing about the language 
which the owners of horses wse: and 
yet both of them, in describin 
it describe exactly the same thing—the smal 
limbs, the iarge joints, the uneasy motion, the 
constant movement of the head and limbs. 
This woman whose friend had just been taken. 
from the house, trom her, photographed on her 
mind the shape and character of that horse, and 
the moment she saw it she knew it. 

But more than that, Frank Scanlan identifies 
it. Heis aman used to horses, and a man whose 
Jusiness it is to take care of the horses and see to 
tneir work in a great commercial estavlishment 
in this city. That testimony is met by the tes- 
timony of the witness, Budenbender. I think it 
was — that evenif he sat where he said he 
did that nignt he could not aceurutely describe 
the color of that horse. It was not daylight. It 
was 7:20 o'clock the night of May 4, in the early 
springtime, The lamps were lighted; the elec- 
tric light was lighted, andit would not have 
been litifit were bright daylight. The horse 
stood betwoek tm and the light, and the most 
natural thing in the world would be for the’light 
to cast a shadow which would make the side to- 
ward him darker than the other. 

This man came all the way from Hoboken, N. 
J., a& bis testimony in this case shows, to swear 
that Dinan's horse Was not the horse, when he 
had never seen the horse that Dinan claimed to 
be his—came clear across this continent to swear 
that Dinan’s horse was not tne horse, and he 
had never been in Dipan’s stable orjin the muse- 
um or anywhere else, And yet he comes here 
prepared to testify in this case. In the nat- 
ure of things he could not remember. 
There is a reason why Mrs. Conklin 
could remeitnber, and why Seanian should 
remem ber. Scanian knew the next morn- 
ing that his friend was gone. Scanian knew that 
his words were the last friendly words that were 
uttered—that his ears were the last friendly ears 
that ever listened to the doctor. I undertake to 
say that if Scanlan lives until his hair is gray, 
until old age covers him with its mantie, that the 
only one thing of his life that can never be wiped 
out will be that interview, and the circumstances 
surrounding it. Mrs. Conklin was in the same 
position. tell you that it is foolishness, born of 
dialectic skill, simply to argue that the horse 
which drove the doctor away was not Dinan's 
horse. « 

HEADED TOWARDS THE CARLSON COTTAGE. 

Now, where was that horse going? That man 
could not have driven the doctor to any place 
without exciting his suspicion except the place 
to which he started to drive him. ‘The man was 
injured at the icenouse. The man _ injured was 
O'Sullivan’s workman. The doctor must go be- 
cause the doctor had a contract with O'Sullivan, 
and the card was there to show that O'Sullivan 
wanted him—he said he would send a card; and 
the horse goes north rapidly in the darkness. 

Where is that cottage’? That cottage is north. 
Itison Ashland avenue. It backs right up to 
the back part of the cottage in which O'Sullivan 
lived, and the barn 18 between them. Within a 
hundred feet of the barn for which’they started 
was that cottage,and see what'a plan it was, 
what atrap it was! O; all the men that formed 
that conspiracy were master workmen! Here is 
the doctor. all unsuspecting, rashbing to the as- 
sistance of the wounded man. Here is the cot- 
tage at the place that the doctor would ex- 
pect it to contain the wounded man, goes into 
it, and it is the last he is seen of him alive. That 
carriage turns around and the driver comes 
home. A few minutes past 9 o'clock that driver 
returns and speaks to Moreland, Moreland being 
in Dinaan’s stable, just giving him time enough to 
drive to the cottage and back again. The horse 
was foaming. It had been driven fast. The 
buggy bas mud on it; the buggy has sand upon 
it; the buggy has ubon it more than that, what is 
described as boulevard mud, the mud of im- 
proved streets in the suburbs. 

The man drives in and says nota word to any 
one, jumps oat of the buggy, and rushes across the 
street to where men are standing, and starts 
north. A few moments after that, as Moreland 
testified, a man comes in and wants to know 
whether Dinan's horse was back in the barn. 
Gentiemen of the jury, this conspiracy takes in 
more than the men who are here on trial. Every 
part of it is arranged and planned, every part of 
it is looked out for.

Gentlemen, let me ask you this: I shall not 
allude to this often in discussing all the conflict- 
ing evidence.

He comes 
here upon the witness-stand, and when he is 
pressed to answer says that Coughlin, in his 
opinion, was one of the men, and be is quite sure 
Kunze was the other. Now, between his testi- 
mony and thatof the Hylands, it seems to mé 
no jury can hesitate for a moment. 

Now what is the evidence aguinst Kunze? It 
is on evidence in tnis case against Kunze that he 
Was an old friend of Dan Coughlin; that he had 
been enguged with Dan Coughlin in working up 4 
distillery case.

| is I don’t know, but I don’t imagine that his skill 


in that direction 1s very great. If I were to

KUNZE ASSERTS HIS INNOCENCE. 

More than that, itis in evidence in this case 
that this man Kunze was an o¢cupant of the 
premises at No. 117 South Clark street. No man 
was at No. 117 South Clark street whom the con- 
spirators could not trust with their lives, be- 
cause they thought their lives were in danger. 
What was done at the cottage—no man could 
have driven him to the cottage at that time, un- 
less the conspirators felt that they could trust 
him with their lives, because they were intelli- 
gent men and.knew about this business, More 
than that, it was said by this man Kunze toa 
manon the South Side that he expected to be 
arrested on this Cronin business. Why? Why? 

The Defendant Kunze—Why, because he told 
me that. 

Mr. Ingham (resuming)—Beécause he knew the 
business—— 

The Defendant Kunze—God Knows I am inno- 
cen}, sir. 

Mr. Ingham (resuming)—Why, this man is de- 
fended by lawyers; they have bis responsibility 
upon their shoalders. Why did he say that? 
Because he felt that he was connected with this 
business. Dan Coughlin knew him, he had 
worked with him, and he knew that in his hands 
their lives would be safe. 

BOUND BY TIES OF HATRED. 

Now, these three men, against whom circum- 
stances point with awful force, are all boon com- 
panions, bound together by the ties of Camp No. 
20, actuated by a common hatred, and joined in 
a common denunciation of their victim. When 
these people bere can make you believe that the 
mechanism of a wateh can spring into existence 
ata glance, when these people here can make 
you believe that this Court-House can spring up 
&@ monument of masonry, eyen as &@ mushroom 
springs up in the night, then they may be able to 
make you believe that there was no design in 
these circumstances, that there was no intelli- 
gent, human design, no malevolent and murder- 
ous purpose running through them. 

These men aré boon companions; they are side 
by side; they are moved by a common cause and 
actuated by common enmity towards Dr. Cronin. 
Where did this trouble begin? Recoilect, now, 
that O'Sullivan said to Mrs. Farrar: ‘* They say 
he gave away the secrects ofan order to which 
he belonged, and if he did he ought to be killed.”’ 
it is iu evidence in this case—it is undisputed in 
this case—that for years there had been a con- 
stant struggie and turmoil in this prganizawon. 

Beggs’ duty Was to appoint that committee, 
Beggs, remember, was an enemy of Dr. Cronin, 
with the others; Beggs denouncéd him with the 
others; Beggs, with the others, said after his 
death: “O, he will turn up; O, he will turn up.”’ 
Others claimed, too, that 2 would turn 
up. They covered his body with the 
filth of the sewer, and his memory with 
the epithet of a traitor. I said, gen- 
tlemen, thatinan American court, before an 
American jury, it made no difference whether the 
charges of Dr. Cronin against the triangle were 
true or not; that it made no difference whether 
he was @ patriot or a traitor to the Irish cause.

Now, gentlemen, Ihave said all in this case 
that lintend to say. It is needless to say more. 
I shall be followed by others of great ability. 
But remember this: Your duty in this case ma 
be and is unpleasant, itis an onerous and bura- 
ensome duty which you have already under- 
gone. Itis an unpleasant thing for atiy man to 
sit in trial upon the liberty or the life of bis fel- 
low-citizens; but human nature is so constituted 
that law is necessary to make some men walk 
straight. 

Crimes;murder, theft, arsons, can only be pre- 
vented by the enforcement of the law. The law 
can be enforced only by jurors. In the calling 
of Providence you are bere now, Your duty is 
before you. Recollect that while your duty is 
serious and burdensome itis alsoof vast im- 
portance, That courage now todo your whole 
duty, whatever you esteem your duty, is just as 
necessary as it would be upon a battietield or 
in any of the walks of life. ‘ Deal with these men 
justly, execute the law, satisfy. your own con- 
sciences, and the rest of us will be satisfied. 

The Court—As Mr. Donahoe is going to follow 
Mr. Ingham, I think, upon the suggestion of the 
counsel, that in all probability we will economize 
time by waiting until tomorrow morning, 
rather than have him speak half an hour to- 
night.

A Rumor of Simonds’ Arrest. | 

A telegram was recejved from the Chief of Po- 
lice ut Philadelphia yesterday to the effect that a 
man giving his name as Simmons was under ar- 
restin thatcity. His description corresponded 
fairly well with thatof J. B. Simonds. the pur- 
chaser of the furniture at Revell’s.

UNITED STATES OF CENTRAL AMERICA 


An Offensive and Defensive Alliance Be 
tween Five of the Principal States. 
ManavuGa, Nicaragua, Nov. 12.—President 
Sacasa has signed the treaty admitting 
Nicaragua into the United States pf Central 
America, but it is believed the Nicaragua 
Congress will reject the measure. The treaty 
provides for a union of the five Republies of 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Honduras, San, Sal- 
vador, and Guatemala under the name 6f the 
United States of Centrai America. This wnion 
will simpiy be an offensive and defensive 
alliance, and the President will have charge 
only of the diplomatic and foreign relations 
of the five republics. At the expiration of 
that period the union will be cemented 
by- the adoption of a constitution 
which will embrace all political, com- 
mercial, and other relations between 
the five republics and foreign Powers. 
A common monetary standard and common 
tariff laws will be adopted, but there will be 
free trade between the different republics, 
Honduras, Guatemala, and San Salvador 
have already signed the treaty, and it is un- 
derstood Costa Rica willdo so as soon as 
Nicaragua has signed.

Now the method by which the doctor was to be 
led from his office was planned. The place for 
the reception of the victim is prepared.

WHY THE HORSE WAS HIRED AT DINAN’S. 

It would not do for O’Sullivan’s horse and 
buggy te be used. It might be identified and 
lead to discovery. It was felt that some strange 
horse must be used. It was necessary to procure 
@horse from some source where no suspicion 
would be attached to it. They said: “If this 
man goes at night to some livery stable for a 
horse he might be refused because he is a stran- 
ger; if ne ane to another he may be refused 
again; and before he gets one it might be too 
late, and the whole scheme fail.’’ So it was felt 
that arrangements should be made by which he 
could not fail to get a horse. 

There Was one reason why the driver of the 
rig must be vouched for. What was the other? 
The other has a wonderful significance in this 
case. Dinan told you that on the morning of 
Monday a police officer came to his barn and 
asked ifa white horse had been out tne night 
before, while he was still in bed. He said to the 
man who came to him: “Is the man in uniform: 
ishea detective!” ‘Phey said: “ He is in uni- 
form.”’ Dinan said: “Tell him no.” Dinan is a 
man whose livery-stable has been patronized by 
the Chicago Avenue Police Station and the 
officers there for years. When the officers wanted 
to do a piece of work that required secrecy they 
sent one of their men to that livery-stable, and 
a horse was hired; the man went about his bus- 
iness and came back. and Dinan said nothing 
about it. And Dan Coughlin thought in his heart: 
‘* If the horse is taken from that barn Dinan. upon 
inquiry, will simply say no, and nothing will be 
known about my connection with it.” And 
gentlemen, taat is the way it turned out. :

DINAN’S HORSE TOOK CRONIN AWAY. 


All the Testimony Proves That the Trip

Nuw. it 1s 
within the range of .mathematical possibilfties 
for this to be done, but a man should weigh the 
evidence, and there is no reasonable doubt about 
it; a doubt about it is unreasonable and tar- 
fetched. made purposely.

Following that you have the facts and the testi- 
mony of the poor, friendless German woman. 
She was walking up there that night, and about 
the time she got there the white horse drives 
north and the man jumps out with a package in 
his hana that looks like @ valise and runs 
up to the cottage. Immediately she sees 
the driver turn around and drive away. The 
buggy is atop buggy without side Crops. The 
man who goes on the steps is dressed like a gen- 
tleman and has wu package in his arms. He goes 
in. She hears the struggie; she hears his death- 
cry. Gentlemen, there can be no more question but 
that that cottage was rented there, thatit was 
planned and perfected for the murder of or. 
Cronin, than the slaughter-houses at the Stock- 
Yards are built for the killing of animals. 

THEIR AUDAVUITY WAS UNPARALLELED. 

No man in days of warfare who took his life in 
his bands and raided his enemy's country ever 
acted more audaciously than the men who pre- 
pured for the slaughter and who killed Dr. Cro- 
nin. Now, what was che trouble? The trouble 
always is that some man's heart fails him at the 
critical moment, and that was the trouble here. 
I have no doubt, gentlemen, that that scheme 
sosaeungracns the carrying of the body to the 
lake, 

At 1 o’clock Officer Way goes down to the 
wagon asitstands by the lake and asks the 
driver a question. The driver asks him about 
the Lake-Shore drive. Way tells him there is no 
Lake-Shore drive there. Two men appeared 
coming from the shore of the lake, and the driver 
calls out: ‘The watchman says there is no Lake- 
Shore drive."’ Those men were north of Bryn 
Mawr avenue when they came. if they 
had wanted come w the city, and 
were looking for the Lake-Shore drive, 
they would have been on the south side of Bryn 
Mawr avenue, towards the city. The call is 
“The watchman says,” and the men are on their 
guard. This wagon starts south, and just 4 short 
distance south of there the body is cast into the 
sewer. Gentiemen of the jury, Who would have 
thought of acatchbasin as a place for burial 
quicker than a man who has spent his life work- 
ing in sewers? To whose mind would the se- 
crecy of the place, the seclusion of the place, 
come quicker thanin the mind of a@ man who 
has built sewers and is familiar with their con- , 
struction?

This the Captain promptly 
paid. The chief then told him that the places to 
find his victims were in the low haunts of the 
South and the Southwest Sides, and in order to 
ward off suspicion of being a United States army 
man he must wear his Saivation Army uniform. 

And so the Captain started out to spot desert- 
ers, but in the dives and saloons which he fre- 
quented he met no deserters, but much abuse 
and ridicule and numerous cuffs and kicks. He 
became weary as a detective and has again 
joined the army of the Lord, but is alsovactively 
in search of the sinner from Cedar Rapids, Ia, 
who swindled him out of 85.

WHAT THE SECRETARY WILL REC- 
OMMEND IN HIS REPORT. 


Silver Can Be Deposited in Unlimited Quan- 
tities in the Mints, Depositors Receiv- 
ing the Actual Value of the Same in 
Certificates—Some of the Obvious Ad- 
vantages of the Secretary’s Pian—The 
Certificates Would Always Be “Good 
as Gold.” 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—[Special. }~ 
There is good authority for saying that~ the 
following isa part of what Secretary Win- 
dom will sayin his report tomorrow on the 
silver question: 

Issue Treasury notes against deposits of silver 
bullion at the market price of silver when depos- 
ited, payable on demané in such quantities of 
silver bullion as will equal in value, at the date of 
presentation, the number of dollars expressed on 
the face of the notes at the market price of sil- 
ver, or in gold, at the option of the Government, 
or in silver dollars, at the option of the holder. 
Repeal: the compulsory features of the present 
Coinage act. 

The Secretary desires to call specia/ atten- 
tion to this proposition, believing in the ap- 
plication of its principles will be found the 
safest, surest, and most satisfactory solution 
of the silyer problem as it is now pre- 
sented for the action of this country. 
In explaining the proposed measure at this 
time it is intended to deal only with its gen- 
eral features, but if desired a bili embracing 
the details believed to be necessary to its 
satisfactory operation will be prepared and 
submitted for the consideraton of Congress. 

The proposituons briefly this: To open the 
mints of the United States to the tree de 
posit of silver, the market value of the same 
(not to exceed $1 for 412.5 grains of standard 
silver) at the time of deposit to be paid in 
Treasury notes, said notes to be redeem- 
able in the quantity of silver which 
could be purchased by the num- 
ber of dollars expressed on the face of 
the notes at the time presented’for payment, 
or in gold, at the option of the Goverament, 
and to be receivabie for customs, taxes, and 
all public dues; and when so received they 
may be reissued, and such notes, when held 
by any National banking association, shall 
be counted as part of its lawful reserve. 

The Secretary of the Treasury should have 
discretionary power to suspend, temporarily, 
the receipts of silver bullion for payment in 
notes when necessary to protect the Govern- 
ment against combinations formed for the 
purpose of giving an arbitrary and fictitious 
price to sliver. 

If the price of silver should advance be- 
tween the date of the issue of a note and its 
payment the holder of the note would re- 
ceive a less quantity of silver than he depos- 
ited by the exact quantity which coulda be 
bought in the market with the number of 
doliars called. for by his note ut the date of 
payment. If the prices shouid decline he 
would receive More silver than he deposited 
by the quantity which could be purchased 
with the number of gold dollars called for by 
his note at the time presented for payment. 

ADVANTAGES OF THE PLAN. 

The advantages uf retaining the option to 
redeem in gold are threefold: 

First—It would give additional credit to the 
notes. 

Second—It would prevent the withdrawal and 
redepositing of siiver for speculative purposes, 

Third—it wouid afford a convenient method of 
muking change when the weight of silver bars 
does not correspoud with the amount of the 
notes. 

So far as the issue of the notes is con- 
cerned, the plan issimple. If the depositor 
bringsa hundred ounces of silver to the 
mint,.and the market pmee of siiver at that 
date, as determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, is % centa an ounce, he would re- 
ceive in payment Treasury notes ealiing for 
$95. Various methods of redeeming the pro- 
posed notes have been considered, but the 
plan recommended seems preferable. 

Among the obvious advantages of the 
measure spe the following may be 
briefly stated: 

First—Ilt would establish and maintain through 
the operations of trade a convenient and eco- 
nomicul use of all the money metaiin the coun- 
try. F 
Beccnd-—t would give us a paper currency 
not subject to undue or arbitrary inflation, or 
contraction, nur to fluctuating values, but based 
dollar for dollar on bullion at its market 
price, and having bebind it the pledge of the 
Government to maintain its value at par it 
would be as good as gold, and would remain in 
circulation, as there could be no motive for de- 
manding redemption for the purposes of ordi- 
nary business transiictions, 

Third—By the utilization of silver in this way a 
market would be provided for the surplus prod- 
uct. This would tend to the rapid enhancement 
of its value until a point be reached where we 
can with safety open our mints to the free coin- 
age of silver. 

Fourth—The volume of absolutely sound and 
perfectly convenient currency thus introauced to 
the channels of trade would also relieve gold of 
@ part of the work of which it would otherwise 
be required to perform. 

Fifth—It would meet the wants of those who 
desire a larger volume of circulation by the in- 
troduction of a currency which, being sat all 
times the equivalent of gold, would freely circu- 
late with it and thus avoid the danger of con- 
tractiong which lurks in the policy of increased 
or free coinage of silver by reason of the hoard- 
ing or exportation of gold. 

Sixth—It should not encounter the opposition 
of those who deprecate inflation, for though the 
volume of currency may be somewhat increased 
the notes would be limited to the surplus 
product of silver, and each dollar thus issued 
would be absolutely sound and would represent 
an amount of buliion worth a dollar in gold, 

Seventh—It would be far more advantageous 
to silver. producers than increas oinage under 
existing law, forin both cases bullion would be 
paid for at its market value, and under the pian 
proposed a much larger amount could be used 
with safety; and while increased coinage wouid 
arouse the fears and encounter the opposition of 
a large and powerful class of people it 6 be- 
lieved that this measure would meet with bheir 
acquiescence. 

Eighth—There would be no possibility of loss 
to the holders of these notes because in addition 
to their fullface value in bullion they would 
have behind them the pledged faith of the Gov- 
érnment to redcem them in gold or its equiva- 
lent of silver bullion. 


A BATTLE IN THE STREETS OF LEADVILLE, 


One Man Killed and Another Fatally In- 
jured—Many Shots Exchanged. 

LEADVILLE, Colo., Dec. 3.—A tragedy oc- 
curred here this morning which resuited ia 
one man’s death and another man will prob- 
ably die before morning. Bailey Youugson, 
who has tigured in several shooting scrapes 
and who was charged with the killing of 
Mort Dugan over a*year ago, had some 
trouble with Frank Cole. The men were look- 
ing for each other ail yesterday, armed for 
deadly battle. Eariy this morning as Young- 
son was walking aowno Harrison avenue, ac- 
companied by Bart Duniey, he met Cole and 
Ciarence Wolverton. Cole and Youpgson 
pulled revolvers and began firing at each 
other. The other mén aiso drew guns and 
took part in the battle. Some twenty shots 
were fired. Dunley was shot through the heart 
and Cole was mortally wounded. Youngson 
and Wolverton were arrested.

PRESIDENT HARRISON'S MESSAGE. 

The tirst message of President Harrison to 
the two Houses of Congress was delivered 
yesterday, and will be found in full in today’s 
TRIBUNE. fs 

It commences, as is the custom with such 
documents, witha review of the foreign re- 
lations of the cvuntry, which have been 
marked by good will and cordiality. There 
are but few questions which remain unad- 
justed. Among these are the fisheries con- 
troversy with Canada and the uusettied 
state of affairs with China, owing to the 
failure of the Cieveland treaty for the 
limitation of Chinese immigration. The 
President believes a laboring element which 
is incompatibie with Ameérican social life 
should be exciuded. A new treaty wiph En- 
gland enlarging the number of extraditabie 
offenses has been negotiated, und that feature 
of it has the approval of the President. Hef- 
erence is also made to the Pan-Ameri¢an con- 
ference, and the hope is expressed that 1t 
will lead not merely to increased tommercial 
intercourse between the peoples of the New 
World but also to better securities for the 
maintenance of peace and the settlement of 
controversies otherwise than by war. 

Summarizing the report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the President says the sur- 
plus for the last fiscal year was $57,000,000, 
for the current fiscal year it will only be 
$43,000,000, and for the year ending June 30, 
1891, there will probably be a surplus of the 
same amount, if not larger (if new pensions 
do not absorbit). In view of this the Presi- 
dent calis the immediate attention of Con- 
gress to the necessity of reducimg the re- 
ceipts so that they may approximate more 
closely to the expenditures. The, people are 
burdened and private business disturbed by 
the collection of a revenue in excess of the 
needs of the Government. Following the 
policy of President Arthur, the President 
recommendsa revision of the tariff by making 


. necessary changes which will not impair a rea- 


sonable protection of home industries. He 
also recommends the repeal of the tobacco 
tax, and on alcohol used in tne arts, if it can 
be done with safety against fraud. He looks 
on the loaning of public funds to banks with- 
out interest, on the securitv‘of Government 
bonds, as an unauthorized and dangerous ex- 
pedient. The deposits now outstanaing 
should be withdrawn and applied to the pur- 
chase of bonds, inasmuch as that use can be 


made of the existing surplus and of any. 


which may exist after Congress has reduced 
the revenue. 

Concerning the silver question he says 
that the evil anticipations which preceded 
the use of the silver dollar have not been 
realized, but he thinks it clear that were the 
coinage of silver at the present ratio made 
free the difference in the bullion values of 
gold and silver would be taken account of in 
commercial transactions, and it is fea 
that the same result would follow any 
increase of the present rate of coin 
legisiation on this subject, to be 
secure the equality of the two kinds of coin 
in their commercial uses. - ' 

On the subject of pensions the President 
Pa ae bimself unequivocally, recommend- 
ing that a pension be granted to ail honora- 
bly discharged soldiers and sailors who, hay- 
ing rendered substantial service, are de- 
pendent, on their own labor for a living, but 
by disease or accident are incapacitated from 
earning it—which will necessarily consume 
most of the existing surplus. He admits 
that the pension roll is already large (about 
100 miilions of dollars), but it does not, in his 
judgment, consist with the National honor 
that the class of men to whom he refers 
should have to depend on the local relief 
given to paupers rather than the special ana 
generous provision of the Nation they 
served. The inequalities in the existing law, 
to which the Secretary of the Interior has 
called attention, should be remedied. 

Discussing the grave question of the de- 
nialto the colored voters of the South of 
their political rights the President says that' 
no one supposes that the present state of af- 
fairs, which is unjust not merely to those im- 
mediately affected but to every constituency 
in the Union, shall continue. Yet the com- 
munities where these wrongs are perpetrated 
stiggest no solution. The question is one 
which this generation should courageotsly 
face, and not leave to the next. He’ there- 
fore invokes the attention of Congress to 
the consideration of such measures within 
its well-defined constitutional powers as 
will secure to all the people 4 free exercise 
of the right of suffrage and every other civil 
right. Just hew this can be accomplished 
he does not undertake t¢ point out, 

Without discussing the causesof the decay 
of the American merchant mariné or the va- 
rious methods suggested for its restoration, 
the President calis attention to the fact that 
other hations have liberally aided the steam- 
por fm sailing under their flags by grants, 
while the American lines have been aban- 
doned to an unaided contest, and recommends 
that such appropriation be madé for ocean 
mail service in American steamships between 
American ports and those of Central anda 
South America, China, Japan, etc., as shall 
encourage the establishment and to some de- 
gree equalize the chances of American lines 
in the competition they wili meet. He also 
recommends the establishment of a naval 
reserve by which in case of war certain 
American merchant vessels can be placed at 
the service of the Government to act as 
armed cruisers. While an advocate of econ- 
omy, he looks on the subjects he has mon- 
woned as public purposes of the highest con- 
cern. The increased carrying trade, the new 
markets, which wili result from the promo- 
tion of foreign commerce will be of benefit 
to all the people. 

Chief among the other subjects referred 
to is that of trusts. When organized to op- 
press healthy competition or monopolize an 
article of general necessity they become dan- 
gerous conspiracies, and should be made the 
subject of prohibitory anc penal laws. The 
Presidentalso recommends the passage of a 
simple and inexpensive National Bankrupt 
law and a revision of the naturalization 
laws, so that the moral chara¢ter and good 
disposition towards this Government of in- 
tending citizens may be more thoroughly in- 
quired into. He recommends appropriations 
for defense worksin the most exposed har- 
bors, the coast cities being now defense- 
less. He calls attention to the assault on 
Judge Field, and recommends the adoption 
of measures to protect the person of Federal 
officers and witnesses and to provide for the 
trial of cases concerning them in the Fed- 
eral courts., He also mentions tlie crowded 
condition of the Supreme Court docket, and 
advises the creation of intermediate courts 
with final jurisdiction in certain cases. It is 
recommended that the weather service ve 
detached from the War Department and 
made a bureau of the Department of Agri- 
culture. : 


On the World’s Fair the President has but | 
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little to say. He states 
come before Congress, and that the value 
and interest of such an Exposition may well 
¢ciaim the promotion of the General Govern- 
ment. 

Of the civil service he says its reform will 
make no sate or satisfactary advance till the 
present law and its equal administration are 
well established in the confidence of the 
people. He speaks almost pathetically of the 
‘sudden and excessive demands’ involving 
“labor often to the point of actual distress ”’ 
made on an incoming Administration for re- 
movais and appointmeats. He believes that 
that demand for removais can be more easily 
staid when those holding administrative 
offices so conduct thamselves as to convince 
just political opponents that no party consid- 
eration or bias affects the discharge of their 
public duties, 


UNSATISFACTORY DRAINAGE TICKETS. 

Great expectations were entertained yes- 
terday morning as to the outcome of the Re- 
publican Sanitary District Convention, which 
held its sessionin tne North Side Turner- 
Hail during the day. The result dia not 
justify expectation. The high character of 
the delegates from the leading Republican 
wards, the interest taken in the primaries, 
the importance and costof the undertaking 
which the candidates are to be intrusted 
with, in the event of their election, led to the 
conclusion that the candidates would be the 
best men the Hepublican party could cail to 
its service. 

Candor requires it to be said that expecta- 
tion has been disappointed, that some of the 
candidates nominated in yester day’s conven- 
tion are good men, while others are far be- 
low the standard and do not suit the average 
Republican taxpayer, and last night there 
seemed to be a strong and rather general de- 
mand for some better men, 


disgusted with the ticket presented to them 
by the boodie .convention which met in the 
North Side Turner-Hail Monday. To say 
that Republicans were disappointed with the 
nominees of yesterday’s convention in the 
same place is to express it mildly. 

Two of the nominees of yesterday are good 
men for the position. Their nominations, in 
view of the general character of their asso- 
ciates, seem to have been the result of acci- 
dent rather than of design. It is but just, 
however, to say that, as far as known, not 
one of the nominees is personally a bad man. 
But weakness in candidates intrusted with 
the duties contemplated by the Drainage act 
for the Trustees is as bad as, if not worse 
than, wickedness, on the principle that a fool 
is more to be dreaded than a knave. The in- 
telligent reader can easily pick out the names 
on both tickets to which this remark applies. 

The general sentiment among taxpaying 
citizens of all parties last evening was that 
both conventions had sadly failed to appre- 
ciate the responsibilities imposed upon them 
or rise to the necessities of the occasion ; 
and there were numerovs suggestions of a 
non-partisan citizens’ movement. These 
suggestions met with all the more favor be- 
cause the Vrainage act contemplates a non- 
partisan board. 

The plan of procedure which seemed to 
meet with most favor is the nomuization of 
six candidates om a) non-partisan ticket— 
three Republicans and three Democrats— 
men of unquestioned .integrity and recog- 
Y mized ability. Such candidates, it was be- 
lieved, would receive the support of tens of 
thousands of citizens irrespective of party. 
Their election would insure the control of 
the board by capabie and creditable men 
pledged to execute the great work in a non- 
partisan manner—treating the members of 
each party with perfect fairness and doing 
the job in the most economical and expedi- 
tious manner. 

Another suggestion made 1s the selection 
from both tickets of one or two of the best 
men on the list and the nomination of addi- 
tional candidates to insure a majority of 
honest men on the board. 

It is almost certain that the taxpayers will 
not intrust the custody of their property to 
a board that will be controlled by rogues and 
dunces without a protest and a kick that 
promise to be effective. 

It is a question with the taxpayers whether 
they shali obtain sanitary relief at a cost of 
$15,000,000 or at a cost of $50,000,000. 

More will be heard on this subject as soon 
as the people have time to think and give ex- 
pression to their views. 


THE PRESIDENT ON TARIFF REFORM. 

The faculty of perspicuous statement which 
characterized President Harrison as a lawyer 
and beiped to make him one of the leaders of 
the Western bar is strongly shown in his first 
Presidential message. It is particularly ap- 
parent in the portion of tne message which 
deals with the tariff question. In a few sen- 
teaces he states principies which might seem 
to require much fuller presentation to secure 
a correct understanding, and yet the Presi- 
dent’s meaning cannot be misapprehended. 
He says: “*I recommend a revision of our 
Tariff law, both in its administrative feat- 
ures and in the schedules.”” In other words, 
he considers every part of the exist- 
ing Tariff law open to and in need 
of amendment and improvement. He 
does not believe that any schedule 
is sacred in its percentages, but thinks there 
is room for beaeficial changes in every posi- 
tion of the existing Tariff law. Subject only 
to the condition that there shal! be no with- 
drawal of adequate protection from home in- 
dustry the President deciares himself in 
favor of tariff reform. His policy of placing 
on the free list “‘ articies that do not offer in- 
jurious competition to such domestic products 
as our home labor can supply’ would !ead to 
extended reform of the tariff and the elimi- 
nation of the worst inequalities in the pres- 
ent arrangement of duties. 

President Harrison recognizes the fact that 
tariff legislation must be “a matter of great 
delicacy because of its direct effect upon the 
business of the country.” For this reason 
he justly holds that tne Republican 
party alone can be safely — trusted 
to make necessary reforms of the 
tariff. Under any circumstances tariff 
changes must create more or less un- 
certainty and apprehension in business

The Union Stock-Yards company is a 
thrifty corporation managed by able and 
adroit men. Previous to annexation it ran 
the local government of the Town of Lake to 
suit its interests and a section of the State 
Board of Equalization to see that it was not 
overtaxed. Its immense property is not op- 
pressed in that way. It will not submit to 
municipal restrictions that humbler corpo- 
rations have to submit to. Since it was 
taken into the City of Chicago it has a large 
representation in the Council which secures 
it immunity against ordinary public burdens. 
It has at all times ample representation in 
the County Board.

A Second Ward weak Repub- 
lican candidate was nominated through 
Stock- Yards influence to insure the election 


of the favored Stock-Yards Republican can- 


didate-and_the favored Democratic candi- 
date. His weakness caused his nomination. 

There will thus be two Stock-Yards men 
on the Drainage Board. This is a nice ar- 
rangement for the corporation referred to, 
which has set its trap ‘‘to kotch de coon 
a-comin’ or a-goin’.”” The two candidates re- 
ferred to are both able men in their way. 
The corporation requires an immense ex- 
penditure for lateral drainage to purify the 
sloughs or bayous of its vicinity and to fur- 
nish sewer outlets for the Stock-Yards sec- 
tion of country. This work will be off 
on one side of the main drainage 
channel, and therefore the expense 
of it should be chiefly defrayed by 
special assessment on the local territory 
benefited; but with two able and adroit spe- 
cial representatives on the board—both 
hustliers—the cost. of that local improvement 
will be taxed in the general assessment, and 
in that way 90 to 95 per, cent of its whole ex- 
pense will come out of the pockets of the 
people of the other wards. Does the amiable 
reader now perceive why the Stock-Yards 
corporation got in its work in both conven- 
uuors! If he doesn’t, he will see it and feel it 
too when he comes to pay his drainage 
taxes. 

The Stock-Yards company has hitherto 
confined its political maaipulations to a sub- 
urb. It is becoming more ambitious. It pro- 
poses to control the whole city and the Sani- 
tary District. Its methods are at the same 
time cunning and audacious. Indeed, its 
methods are so brazen that they challenge 
protest, revolt, and the expression of the 
public indignation. Those two able gentle- 
men, Mesars, Gahan and Coy, need not be 
surprised if they should be made to feel that 
indignation and resentment. 


NEED OF COAST DEFENSES. 

The President does not overstate the ques- 
tion of coast defense in his message when 
he says that, judged by modern standards; 
we are practically without any, and that. the 
security of our coast cities against foreign 
attack should not rest altogether in the 
friendly disposition of other nations. Our 
present defenses are all of the old-fashioned 
kind and can offer no resistance to modern 
ironclads. To this extent the security of 
our harbors and coast cities is only retained 
on foreign sufferance. The Secretary of the 
Navy, in his annual report, called attention 
to our weakness in his statement that along 
our 13,000 miles of coast are more than ascore 
of rich cities from which “any foreign 
Power could, without serious difficulty, 
even after the completion of our 
fleet as now authorized, secure in 
a singie raid an amount of money 
sufficient to meet the expenses of anavai war; 
an amount, one haif of which, if judiciously 
expended over a series of years, would be 
sufficient to afford this country a guaranty of 
perpetual peace.” To put our navy in coim- 
plete battle order and to place our other 
coast defenses in complete shapeis the press- 
ing duty of the time, and the intelligent sen- 
timent of the country will indorse whatever 
expenditure may be necessary to secure this 
result. The Government cannot afford to 
cease naval and coast defense construction 
until it has placed itself. on an equal footing 
with other nations, unless it, is prepared to 
continue the policy of peacéful relations de- 
pendeat on foreign sufferance. To do this 
will cost a great deal of moriey, but it will be 
money wellspent, arid experiments have dem- 
onstrated that we can make the steel and 
turn out the guns as fastas they are needed. 
In powder, dynamite, ordnance of all kinds, we 
are able to equip our forts and vessels on a 
par with other Powers, and we should do it 
or abandon all pretension of being able to 
protect ourselves. 


PURIFY THE RIVER AT ONCE, 

At the last meeting of the City Council 
Dr. Rauch, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Board of Health, drew its attenton to the 
filthy condition of the river, which, he de- 
clared, is a pdsitive source of danger to the 
health of the city, He recommended the im- 
mediate erection of new pumping-works on 
the Despiaines River and that the pumping 
plant at Bridgeport be increased. 

Tue TRIBUNE hes again and again called 
the attention of the Mayor and the Council 
to the necessity of increasing the quantity 
of water passing from the South Branch into 
the canal, without waiting for the comple- 
tion of the drainage channel. It has shown 
how necessary it is that something be done, 
both for the sake of Chicagoans and those 
who live in the valley towns and are forced 
to take the undiluted sewage of this city. 
The authorities have been informed of the 
ease and quickness with which a largely in- 
creased dilution can be obtained. Mayor 
Roche had figured out a plan which contem- 
plated placing pumps at Summit, and throw- 
ing water from the canal into the Desplaines. 
The canal is quite wide up to the point where 
it Was proposed to piace the pumps, and the 
quantity of water thrown in by the Bridge- 
port pumps could be doubled when there was 
this relief.at Summit. Mr. Roche also had 
it in mind to deepen the Ogden ditch a littie, 
and pump from it into the Desplaines. Had 
he been reélected some of those pumps 
would have been at work by this time, and 
by next summer the discharge from the 
Chicago River would have risen to over 
100,000 cubic feet a mintite. But the “ moral 
scratchers”’ beat him and put in his place a 
man who is not a Mayor, out an office-~lis- 
tributer who draws the Mayor's pay. 

The attention of tre city authorities is 
again called to the subject by the State 
Board of Health in a memoriai which may 
awaken the Aldermen to a sense of their 
duty. The board states in its memorial that 
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| the inefficiency of the Bridgeport works is a | 


constant menace to the health of the city. It 
says that in the summer of 1888 tne dilution 
did not exceed 45,000 cubic feet a minute, and 
in the winter of 18889 the dilutiop was not 
greater than 38,000 cubic feet a minute. The 
sanitary interest of the city required the 
pumping to be increased to at least 120,000 


cubic feet a minute. With comparatively ° 


little outlay the canal could be made to carry 
100,000 cubic feet a minute. The board rec- 
ommends that pumping works be established 
at a suitable point on the Desplaines River 
as proposed by Mayor Roche and the works 
at Bridgeport be increased in capacity. The 
memorial further says that in consideration 
of tne menace to health delay in making the 
necessary improvements is criminal. 

Delay 1s criminal. It isacase where action 
should be taken at once. The facts are plain 
enough. There is no need of reports and in- 
vestigations, but there ig great need of 
pumps. Before this year closes the discharge 
of sewage from the ,iver should be doubled. 
Let the offices brokerage come to an end and 
the interests of the city receive some atten- 
tion. 


TAKE IT OFF SUGAR—LET THE TOBACCO 
TAX ALONE. 

Tue Trisune confesses it is disappointed 
to find that in his message the President ad- 
vocates the repeal of the internal-revenue 
tax on tobacco. He does so, however, on the 
assumption (1) that such repeal would tend to 
prevent the accumulation of a surplus in the 
Treasury hereafter, and (2) that it “ would 
relieve an important agricultural product 
from a burden which was imposed only be- 
cause our revenue from customs duties was 
insufficient for the public needa.” It is diffi- 
cult to find any satisfactory basis for either 
of these claims. While the official estimate 
made by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
approved by the President points to a prob- 
able surplus of $48,500,000 this year, against 
$57:00,000 last year, it. must be remembered 
that this conclusion is reached with- 
out taking into account that increased 
demands on the Treasury will be created this 
winter by new pension legislation. The 
Presiuent heartily recommends the passage 
of the *“ Vependent Pension” ojll, and it is 
sure to be adopted. What will be the effect 
on the prospective surplus? Is there any 
reason to believe that the dependent pen- 
sions alone will not absorb tne amount of 
the tobacco tax, some 34 millions? Certainly, 
if estimates and results are to be as far apart 
in this instance as in the case of previous 
pension bills of like character, the dependent 
act will not only take the entire tobacco tax, 
but will leave the Treasury without a dollar 
of surplus. Why not keep the tax on to- 
bacco as a fund with which to pay pensions? 
Why repeal if when the result 1s so certain 
to lead to a deficit in the Treasury? 

The PresWient does not venture to say that 
a cheapening of tobacco and consequently 

ing and smoking and increased 
injury to/ nerves and health would be bene- 
@ generai public or give relief from 
the burdens of taxation on the necessaries 
of life. He does not claim it would be an ad- 
vantage to consumers to cheapen nicotine 
and provide for greater indulgence in an in- 
jurious luxury. The President thinks that if 
the tax were removed the advantage would 
go to the tobacco planters of three or four 
border States, which produce nearly ail the 
tobacco grown in this country. On the con- 
trary, the probabilities all are that the revy- 
enue released by the Government wouid 
nearly all go to middlemen in the tobacco 
trade and not in any appreciable degree to 
the planters or the coosumers. The planters 
now export from $25,000,000 to $0,000,000 
worth of raw leaf tobacco per annum. That 
is free now, the tax being returned as 
@ drawback on exported tobacco, but an 
increase in price would impair the ability of 
the planters to export and compete in foreign 
markets and leave them with so much 
more to dispose of at home, and prices would 
fall back toabout where they are. In this 
situation they could not advance rates on 
the middlemen. Nor would the latter reduce 
them to consumers to any extent worth con- 
sidering. Does any one think that if the tax 
were repealed a cigar which costs ten cents’ 
at retail would be reduced to nine? would 
the purchaser who passed over a dime get 
the cigar and acentin change? Not at all. 
W ould.a five cent cigar with the haif cent 
tax taken off sell any cheaper? Certainly 
not. Cigars and aliforms of tobacco would 
sell at about the old rates and the middlemen 
would pocket extra profit while neither pro- 
ducers or consumers would appreciably gain. 
Tobacco isoneof the vestthings for the 
Government to tax, and every doilar raised 
in that way will be needed’ in meeting the 
demands for pvensions under the depend- 
ent bill. Any one who sayS that that bill 
will cost the country but a few millions is 
fooling the people. 

If, however, the Dependent Pension bill 
should not absorb all of the surplus and un- 
necessary revenues still pour into the Treas- 
ury not needed for new navy and harbor de- 
fense, river and harbor improve- 
ments, and public buildings, why not 
reduce the sugar tax? Sugar may be classed 
as a necessary of life and is consumed by 
everybody of all classes. The working 
masses of every section of the country are 
great consumers of sugar and molasses. Ex- 
perience has proved it impossible to get even 
one-tenth of a home supply of sugar, and we 
are stilldependent on foreign markets for 
more than 90 percent. Then why make the 
sugar, which must be imported, unnecessarily 
dear? If after the Dependent Pension bill is 
put into operation any revenues are still 
found in excess of the wants of the Treas- 
ury relief can be had by cheapening sugar 
to cofsumers and cutting the bounty of the 
Havemeyer Trust down by one-half. That, 
Mr. President, is the thing to do, out by no 
means repeal the tax on tobacco. Let that 
and the tax on liquors stand. 


Tue CnicaGo TRIBUNE now takes up the 
cry that the time is too short to prepare fora 
World’s Fair in 1892.

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 


The Chicago Orchestral Club, an amateur 
organization which made its first public appear- 
ance last season, and won favorable notice for 
its playing at that time, gave @ concert at Cen- 
_tral Music-Hali last evening under the direction 
of its conductor, Mr. S. E. Jacobsohn. The pro- 
gram Was rather More exacting than any which 
the cludD has undertaken hitherto, and yet it 
must be said that notwithstanding the increased 
demands upon the players’ technical skill sand 
intelligence the performance of last evening sar- 
passed any previous effort. There is more of 
precision in attack and greater unity of expres- 
sion. The strings and wind biend better than ever 
before, facts which bear testimony to earnest 
and persevering endeavor under capable cuid- 
ance. Schubert's ‘Unfinished Symphony” and 
Weber's “ Der Freischutz’’ overture were the 
two most important selections. Of these two 
the symphony was given with the most smooth- 
ness, but despite little inaccuracies here and 
there the overture received an interpretation 
which was especially interesting because of the 
spirited and strongly dramatic character which 
it possessed.

Yields to the Inevitable. 

New York, Dec. 3.—|Special.)—That the 
Republic of Brazil is an established fact 
seems Clearly preved from the mass of cor- 
respondence and the budget of Brazilian 
newspapers received by the British steamer 
Portuense which arrived from Pernambuco 
and Para today. The Brazilian papers deal 
with the matter in a chary manner, editorial- 
ly, while their lecal news columns clearly 
show that the new Republic has been born 
peacefully and that thereis not the siligiit- 
est fear of civil strife in any part 
of the country.

Instead of rubberor leather hose I would 
substitute iron hose laid im the ground at suf- 
ficient depth to prevent freezing and of sufficient 
strength to obviate its breaking. This iron 
hose I would distribute throughout the 
city in a separate and independent 
system from the water supply for 
other purposes than fire; and at distances of 100 
feet or 150 feet aiong the line of iron hose I 
would place fire hydrants with one or two open- 
ings, to which could be attached the rubber hose, 
not more than 100 feet being required. With 
such a system [ hold that anv large city would be 
made safer than by any other pew: of fire protec- 
tion now known. in Chicago 1 would divide the 
city into, say, four districts, each district having 
a separate line of iron hose, or pipes, and set of 
pumping machinery, with a numberof hose- 
carriages, well distributed—having fire-alarm 
communication to the pumping hose—all to be 
under control of an experienced head. The sta- 
tionary engine, with the concentrated power of 
a hundred ordinary fire steamers, always to 
have steam up, keeping the pressure in 
the iron hose sustained, so that when 
an alrrm was sounded the light hose-car- 
riages, with not more than 300 feetof rubber 
hose, drawn by one horse, or by hand, reaching 
the firein a few moments. All the water re- 
quired couid be had immediately. The pressure 
wouid be kept up the same, no matter how long, 
and all hydrants would work effectively while 
the fire lasted, which is not the case with the 
present steamers, as shown by the recent test in 
your city, and reported by the special 
committee of the Citizens’ Association. In the 
present system where the heavy engines are 
drawn through the streets a dozen contingen- 
cies for accident are liable to arise, which 
cannot occur with the stationary plan. Once, 
in New York, I saw four steamers rendered use- 
less, the sireets being stopped up with great 
banks of snow through which the steamers could 
not be drawn. It was in midwinter and a large 
fire was in progress, and before it Was subdue. 
several magnificent buildings were destroyed. 
With my plana such accidents could not happen. 
There are wany other defects which I might no- 
tice, as the frequent inefficiency of firemen, the 
lability of long lines of hose to burst, and many 
others which Chicago appreciates without far-

Authority 
for this 4vas found in an act 
of the Jast Legisiature passed to 
prevem a dea! by which the President of the 
cornpany, A. C. Goodman, was to transfer 
his controlling stock inter@st to ex-State 
Senator MacFarlane of Philadelphia. Stock 
contro] was coupled with coutmol of $10,000,000 
of gilt-edged assets, and MacFarlane tad of- 
fered for Gooaman’s $50,100 of stock tbe sum 
of $501,000, or ten for one. The deal fell 
through and Goodman then soid his majority 
interest for $250 per share«to eé@ignt of 
the larger stockholders to be held 
until the policyholders might act. The 
question today was whether tne policyhoid- 
ers shouid vote to take not only this syndiec- 
ute stock at $250, but also the minority stoce 
atthe figure, the whole to be paid ‘for out of 
the company’s surplus of $920,000. There 
was a smail but lively oppesition to tte 
whole scheme, azid vain atteuipts were made 
to cut down the tigure, and esveciaily for tte 
non-syndicate stock.

Corn Also Goes Up and Provisionse Follow 
Sotr—The Fiuctuations. 

W beat was strong aud the buils triumph- 
ant. The May delivery opened 4 cent high- 
er than it ciused the day before, and scarce- 
ix made askip on the upward stretch. The 
buying was active and heavy operators 
gave the market strong support. Mr. Ben- 
jamin FP. Hutchinson, Lindblom, and George 
Smith threw their influence on the bull side, 
and the advance only stopped when the bell 
tapped foradjournment.

Trunk Lines Abolish Commissions. 

New York, Dec. 3,—-The trunk line Presi- 
dents met here today. George B. Roberts, 
Chairman, presided. And all the lines in the 
association except the Reading were reopre- 
sented by various Western and Wastern 
roads. The principal business of the meet- 
ing was the question of abolishing pas 
senzer commissions on all lines in the trunk 
line territory.* The meeting. unanimously 
agreed to abolish the commission business on 
all lines east of Chicago. An exception, how- 
ever, was made in the case of the Grana 
Trunk end Vermont Central roads. They 
were allowed to use in their discretion the 
method of paying commissions in such cases 
as would arise 10 their competition with the 
Canadian Pacific, tne great competitor of 
these roads for the Northwestern business. 

A somewbat protracted discussicn was in- 
dulged in as to the advisability of abolishing 
the use of private stock-cars. Tne various 
roads represented seemed to be in favor of 
abolishing these -cars because of their 
trouble and great expense. The Chicago & 
Atlantic and the Chicage & Grand Trunk 
representatives were not $9 enthusiastic in 
wishing their nbolishment, and so expressed 
themselves. A resolution was thea passed 
abolishing the use of such cars ‘in trunk line 
territory. 


Ohio Pottery Interests Pooled. 

Akron, O., Dec. %.—[Special.]—The pot- 
tery interests of this section of Ohio tiave 
been pooled. Ata secret meeting in tois city 
yesterday thirteen firms were represented 
and the organization was formed under tne 
title of the Akron and Canton Stoneware 
Agency, with, headquarters at Akron. .

Mapison, Wis., Dec. &-—-[Special.|—The 
Supreme Court today rendered a deeision in 
the most important railroad. case that ever 
came before the courts Of Wisconsin. ° It

perior, a distance of sixtV Miles, was in-

waukee & St. Paul. At that time the grant, 
made originally to the Portage & Superior 
railroad company, consisting Of 400,000 acres 
of land, mostly heavily timbered with 
pine and hardwood, was @bout to lapse be 
cause of non-tulfiiiment of the conditions. 
The companies above named set about secur- 
ing tne torfejted grant. It Was agreed to let 
the Omaha company take the grant without 
any opposition, and the roads agreed to aid 
this road as best they could, for 
which the Omaha\ was © turn over a 
share of the spoils.| The Omaha company 
gobbied the grant and ouilt the road, but 
when the other companies sought to get their 
share of the secret compact tae Omaha com- 
pany stood them off. Whe lower court de- 
cided against the Omata company, which 
thereupoos demurred on 

contract was a “lobby contract”’ and against 
public policy. The Cireuit\ Court overruled 
the demurrer, but the Sup Court today 
reversed that ruling. Two of the Judges 
dissented to the decision rendered.

The Delagoa Bay railroad in Africa was con- 
structed under a concession by Portugal to an 
American citizen. When nearly completed the 
road was seized by the agents of the Portuguese 
Government. Formal protests have been made 
through our Minister at Lisbon against this act, 
and no propereffort will be spared to secure 
proper relief. 

In pursuance of the charter granted by Con- 
gress, and under the terms ofits contract with 
the Government of Nicaragua, the Interoceanic 
Canal compary has begun the construction of the 
important waterway between the two oceans 
which its organization contemplates. Grave com- 
plications for a time seemed imminent, in view of 
supposed conflict of jurisdiction between Nic-, 
aragua and Costa Ricain regard to the acces- 
sory privileges to be conceded by the iatter Re- 
publie toward the construction of works on the 
San Juan River, of which the yight bank is Costa 
Rica territory. iam happy to learn that a friend- 
ly arrangement has been effected between tne 
two mations. This Government has held itself 
ready to prométe in every proper way the adjust- 
ment of all questions that might present ob- 
stacles to the completion of a work of such 
transcendent importance to the commerce of 
this country, and indeed to the commercial inter- 
ests of the world. 

The traditional d feeling between this coun- 
try and the French Republic has received addi- 
tional testimony in the participation of our Gov- 
ernmént and peopie in the International Expo- 
sition held at Paris during the last summer. 
The success of our exhibiters has been gratifying. 
The report of the commussion will be laid before 
Congress in due season. 


SLAVE TRADE IN AFRICA. 


Part the United States Will Take in 
Its Abolition. 

This Government has accepted. under proper 
reserve as to its policy in forejgn territories, the 
invitation of the Government of Belgium to take 
part in an international congress, which opened 
at Brussels the 16th of November, for’ the pur- 
pose of devising measures to promote the sboli- 
tion of the siave trade in Africa and to prevent 
the shipment of slaves by sea. Our interest iu 
the extinction of this crime against humanity in 
the regions where it yet sufvives has been in- 
creased by the results of emancipation within 
our own borders. ' 

With Germany the most cordial relations. con- 
tinue. The questions arising from the return to 
the empire of Germans naturalized in this coun- 


The 


try are considered and disposed of in a temper- 


ate spirit to the entire setisfaction of both Gov- 
ernments. : 

It is a source of great satisfaction that the in- 
ternal disturbances of the Republic of Hayti are 
at last happily ended and that an apperentiy 
stable Government has been conStituted. It has 
been duly recognized by the United States. 

A mixed commission is n in segsion in this 
Capital for the settlement of long-standing 
claims against the Republic of Venezuela, and it 
is hoped that a satisfactory conclusion will be 
specdily reached. This Government Has not 
hesitated to express its earnest desire that the 
boundary dispute now pending between Great 
Britain and Venezuela may be adjusted amicably 
and in strict accordance with the historic title of 
the parties. 

The advancement of the Empire of Japan has 
been evidenced by the recent promulgation ofa 
new constitution, containing valuable guarantees 
of liberty and providing for a responsible min- 
istry to conduct the Government. 

Itis earnestly recommended that our judicial 
rights and processes in Corea be established ona 
firm basis by providing the machinery necessary 
to carry out the treaty stipulations in that re- 


ard, 
eThe friendliness of the Persian Government 
continues to be stiown by its generous treatment 
of Americans engaged in missionary labors and 
by the cordial disposition of the Shah to en- 
courage the enterprise of our citizens in the de- 
velopment of Pérsian resources. 

A discussion is in progress touching the juris- 
dictional treaty righis of the United States in 
Turkey. An earnest effort will be madeto de- 
fine those rights to the satisfation of both gov- 
ernments. 

NATURALIZED CITIZENS. 

Questions continue to arise in our relations 
with several countries in respect to the rights of 
naturalized citizens. Especially is this the case 
with France, Italy, Russia. and Turkey, and toa 
large extent with Switzerlande From time to 
time earnest efforts have been made to regulate 


. this subject by conventions with those countries. 


An improper use of naturalization should not be 
permitted, but it is most important that those 
who have been duly naturalized should every- 
where be accorded recognition of the rights per- 
taining to the citizenship of the country of their 
adontion. The appropriateness of special con- 
ventions for that purpose is recognized in the 
treatses which this Government has concluded 
with a number of European states, and it is ad- 
visable that the difficulties which now arise ia 
our relations with other countries on the same 
subject should be similarly adjusted. 

Phe recent revolution in Brazil in favor of the es- 
tablishment of a republican form of government 
is an event of great interest to the United States. 
Our Minister at Riode Janeiro was at once in- 
structed to maintain friendly diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Provisional Government, and the 
Brazilian representatives at this Capital were 
instructed by the Provisional Government to con- 
tinue their functions. Our friendly intercourse 
with Brazil has therefore suffered no interrup- 
tion. Our Minister has been further instructed 
to extend on the part of this Government a 
formal and cordial recognition of the new Re- 

ublic as soon as the majority of the people of 
Brazil shall have signified their assent to its es- 
tablishment and maintenance. 


WITHIN OUK OWN BORDERS 


Report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and Other Matters. 

Within our own borders a general condition of 
prosperity prevails. ‘he harvests of the last

"tea revert, of the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, has been 
prepared and will be presented to Congress.

unnecessary burden upon our people and th 
presence of so iarge a surplus in the public 
vauits is‘a disturbing element in the conduct of 
private business. It has calledinto use expedi- 
ents for putting it into circulation of very ques- 
tionable propriety. We should not collect reve- 
nue for the purpose of anticipating our bonds 
beyond the requirements .-of the sinking fund, 
but any unappropriated surplus in the Treasury 
should be so used, as there is no other lawful 
way of returning the money to circulation, and 
the profit realized by the Government offers a 
substantial advantage. 
; SAVING OF PUBLIC FUNDS. 

The loaning of public funds to the banks with- 

interest, ss the security of Government 
bonds, I regard as an unauthorized and danger- 
ous expedient. It results ina temporary and 
unnatural increase of the banking capital of 
favored localities, and compels a cautious and 
gradual recall of the deposits to avoid injury to 
the commercial interests. It is not tu be expect- 
ed that the banks having these deposits will sell 
their bonds to the Treasury so long as the pres- 
ent highly beneficial, arrangement is continued. 
They now practically get interest both upon the 
bonds and their proceeds. No further use should 
be made of this method of getting the surplus 
into circulation, and the deposits now outstand- 
ing should be gradually withdrawn and applied 
to the purchase of bonds. It is fortunate that 
such a use can be made of the existing surplus, 
ana for some time to come of any casual surplus 
that may exist after Congress bas taken the nec- 
essary steps for a reduction. of the revenue. 
Such legislation should be promptly, but consid- 
erately, enacted. * 


THE TARIF£ QUESTIUN DISCUSSED. 


A Revision Recommended Both in the Ad- 
ministrative Features aud the Schedules. 

I recommend a revision of our Tariff law: both 
in its administrative features and iu the sched- 
ules, The need of the former is generally con- 
ceded, and an agreement upon the eyils and in- 
conveniences to be remedied and the best. meth- 
ods for their correction will probably not be difi- 
cult. Uniformity of valuation at'all our ports is 
essential, and effective measures should be taken 
to secure it. It is equally desjrabie that ques- 
tions affecting rates and classifications should be 
promptly decided. ; 

The preparations of a new schedule of cus- 
toms duties is a matter of great delicacy because 
of its direct effect upon the business of the coun- 
try, and ‘of great difficulty by reason of the wide 
divergence of opinion as to the objects that may 
properly be promoted by such legislation. Some 


disturbances of business may perhaps result 


from the consideration of this subject by Con- 
gress, but this temporary ill-effect will bere 
duced to the minimum by prompt action and by 
the assurance which the country already enjoys 
that any necessary changes will be so made as 
not to impair the just ana reasonable protec- 
tion of our home industries. The ine- 
qualities of the law should be adjusted, but the 
protective principle should be maintained and 
fairly applied to the products of our farms as 
Wellasof our shops. These. duties necessarily 
have relations to other things besides the public 
revenues. Wecannot hmit their effects by fix- 
ing our eyes on the public treasury alone. “hey 
have a direct relation te home production, to 
work, to wages, and to the commercial inde- 
pendence of our country, and the wise and 
patriotic legislator should enlarge the field of his 
vision to include all of these, 

The necessary reduction in our public revenues 
can,ilam sure, be made without making the 
smalier burden more onerous than the larger by 
reason of the disabilities and limitations which 
the process of reduction pute upon both capital 
and iabor, The free list can safely be extended 
by placing thereon articles that donot offer in- 
jurious competition toe such domestic products 
as our home labor can supply. The removal of 
the internal tax upon tobacco would relieve an 
important agricultural product from a burden 
which was imposed only because our revenue 
from customs duties was insufficient for the pub- 
lic needs. Ifsafe provision against fraud can he 
devised the removal of the tax upon spirits used 
in the arts and manufactures would also offer an 
unobjectionable method of reducing the surplus. 

MONEY IN CIRCULATION. 


A table presented by the Secretary of the 
Treasury showing the amount of money of all 
kinds in circulation each year from 1878 to the 
present time, is of interest. It appears that the 
amount of National bank notesin circulation 
has decreased during that periodg$i14, 109,729, of 
which $37,799,229 is chargeable to tne last year. 
The withdrawal of bank circulation will neces- 
sarily continue under existing conditions. Itis 
probable that the .adoption of the suggestions 
‘made by the Controller of the currency—viz.: 
that the minimum deposit of bonds ‘for tne es- 
tablishment of banks be reduced,and that an 
issue of notes tothe par value of the bonds be 
allowed, would help to maintain the bank circu- 
lation, But, ywhile this withdrawal of tank 


| notes has been going on there has been a large 


increase in the amount of gold and silver coin 
in circulation and in the issues of gold and silver 
certificates. 

The total amount of money ofall kinds in cir- 
culation March 1, 1878, was $805,798,807, while 
Oct, k 1889, the total was $1,405,018,000. There 
was an increase of $298,417,552 in gold coin, of 
$57,554,100 in standard silver dollars, of $72,311,249 
in gold certificates, of $276,619,715 in silver certifi- 
cates, and of $14,073,787 in United States notes, 
making a total of $713,976,408. There was during 
the same’ period a decrease of $114,109,725 in bank 
circulation and of $642,481 in subsidiary silver. 
The net increase was $599.224,198. The circula- 
tion per capita has increased about $5 during the 
time covered by the table referredto, The total 
coinage of silver dollars was, Nov. 1, 1889, $343,- 
688,001, of which $288,539,521 were in the Treasury 
vaults and $60,098,480 were in circulation. Of the 
amount in the vaults $277,319,944 were represent- 
ed by outstanding silver certificates, leaving 
$6,219,577 not in circulation and not represented 
by certificates. 

CONCERNING SILVER. 

The law requiring the purchase by the Treas- 
ury of $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion each 
munth, to be coined into silver dollars of 412% 

rains, has been observed by the department; 

ut neither the present Secretary nor any of his 
predecessors has deemed it safe to exercise the 
discretion given by law to increase the monthly 
purchases to , When the law was en- 
acted (Feb. 28, 1878) the price of silver in the 
market was $1.20 410 per ounce, making the 
bullion value of the dollar 93 cents. Since that 
time the price has falien as low as 91.2 cents per 
ounce, reducing the bullion value of the dollar to 
70.6 cents. Within the last few months the mar- 
ket price has somewhat advanced, and Nov. 1 
last the bullion value of the silver doliar was 72 
cents. 

The evil anticipations which have aécompanied 
the coinage and use of the silver dollar have not 
been realzed. Asa coin it has pothad general 
use, and the public treasury has been compelled 
to store it. But this is manifestly owing to the 
fact thatits paper representative is more con- 
venient. The general acceptance and use of the 
silver certificate shows that silver has not been 
otherwise discredited. Some favorable condi- 
tions have contributed to maintain this practical 
equality, in their commercial use, between the 
gold and silver dollars. Butsome of these are 
trade conditions that statutory enactments do 
not control and of the continuance of which we 
Cannot be certain. 

I think it is clear that if we should make the 
coinage of silver at the present ratio free we 
must expect that the difference in the bullion 
values of the gold and silver dgliars will be 
taken account of in commercial” transactions, 
and I fear the same result would follow any con- 
siderable increase of the present rate of coin- 
age. Such a result would be discreditable to 
our financial management and disastrous to all 
business interests. We should not tread the 
dangerous edge of such a peril. And, indeed, 
nothing more harmful could happen to the sil- 
ver interests. Any safe legislation upon this 
subject must secure the equality of the two 
coins in their commercial uses. 

I have always been an advocate of the use of 
silver in ourcurrency. We are large producers 
of that metal and should not discredit it. To 
the plan which will bé presented bythe Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the issuance of notes or 
certificates upon the deposit of silver bullion at 
its market value I have been able to give only a 
hasty examination, owing to the press of other 
matters and to the fact that it has been so re- 
cently formulated. The Ccetails of such a law 
require careful consideration,@but the general 
plan suggested by him seems to satisfy the pur- 
pose—to continue the use of silverin connection 
with our curreucy, and at the same time to obvi- 
ate the danger of which I have spoken. At a 
jater day I may communicate further with Con- 
gress upon this subject. 

IN REGARD TO THE CHINESE 

The enforcement of the Chinese Exclusion act 
has been found to be difficult on the Northwest- 
ern frontier. Chinamen landing at Victoria find 
it easy to pass our border owing to the impossi- 
bility with tbe force at the command of the cus- 
toms officers of guurding so long an inland line. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has authorized 
the employment of additional officers who will 
be assigned to this duty, and every effort will 
be made to enforce the law. The Domunion 
exacts a head tax of 0 for each Chinaman, and 
when these persons, in fraud of our law, cross 
into our territory and are apprehended, our offi- 
cers do not know what to do with them, as the 
Dominion authorities will not suffer them to be 


sent back without a second paymens of the tax. . 


An effort will be made to reach an understanding 
that will remove this difficuity. : 

The proclamation required by Sec. 3 of the act 
of March 3, 1889, relating to the killing of seais 
and other fur-bearing animals, was issued by me 
the 2ist d@y of March, and a revenue vessel was 
dispatched to enforce the laws and protect the 
interests of the United States. The establish- 
ment of a refuge station at Point Barrow, as di 
rected by Congress, was successfully aecom- 
plished. . 


TO PROTECT OUR COAST CITIES. 


An Appropriation Kequested for That 
Parpose—R8ivers and Barbers. 
Judged by modern standards, we are prac- 
tically without coast defenses. Many of the 
structures we have would enhance rather 
than diminish the perils of their garrisons if 
subjected to the Gre of improved guns; and few 
are 0 located as to give full effect to the greater 


fi 


range of such guns as we are now for 
coast defense uses, This general subject has 
had consideration m Congress for some years, 
and the appropriation for the construction of 
large rified guns, made one year ago, was, Iam 
sure, the expression of a purpose to provide suit- 
able works in which these guns might be 
mounted. An appropriation now made for that 
purpose would not advance the completion of 
the works beyond our ability to supply them 
with fairly effective guns. 

* ‘The security of our coast cities against foreign 
attack should not rest altogether in the friendly 
disposition of other nations. There should be a 
second line wholly in our own ne I urgent- 
ly recommend an appropriation at this session 
for the construction of such Works in our most 
exposed harbors. 

[approve the suggestion of the Secretary of 
War that provision be made for encamping com- 

anies of the National gu in our coast works 

oraspecified time each year, and for their 

training in the use of heavy guns. His sugges- 
tion that an increase of the artillery force of the 
army is desirable is also im this connection com- 
mended to the consideration of Congress. ._ 

The improvement of our important rivers and 
harbors should be promoted Dy the necessary ap- 

ropriations. Oare should b® taken that the 
Borers ment is not committed to the prosecution 
of works not of public. and general advantage, 
and that the relative usefulness of works of that 
class is not overlooked. So far as this work can 
ever be said to be completed I do not doubt that 
the end would be sooner and .mcre economically 
reached if tewer separate works were under- 
taken at the same time, and those selected for 
their greater general interest were more rapidly 

ushed to completion. A work once considera- 
biy begun should not be subjected to the risks 
and deterioration which interrupted or insufii- 
cient appropriations necessarily occasion, 
ASSAULT ON JUSTICE FIELD. 

The assault made by David S. Terry upon the 
person of Justice Field of the Supreme Court of 
the United States at Lathrop. Cal, in August 
last. and the killime of the assailant by a Deputy 
United States Marshal, who had been deputed to 
accompany Justice Field and to protect him 
from anticipated violence at the hands of Terry, 
in connection with the legal proceedings which 
have followed, suggest questions which, in my 
judgment, are worthy of the attention of Con- 
gress. I recommend that more definite pro- 
vision be made by law, not only for the protec- 
tion of Federal officers, but for afull trial of such 
cases in the United States courts. 

In recommending such legislation I do not at 
allimpeach either the general adequacy of the 
provision made by the State laws for the protec- 
tion of all citizens, or the general good aisposi- 
tion of those charged with the execution of such 
laws to give protection to the officers of the 
United States. The duty of protecting its of- 
ficers, as such, and of punishing those who as- 
sault them on account of their official acts, 
should not be devolved expressly or by acqui- 
es cence upon the local authorities. 

Events, which have been brought to my at- 
tention, happening in other parts of the country 
brave also suggested the propriety of extending 
by legislation fuller protection to those who may 
be called as witnesses in the courts of the 
United States. The law compels those who are 
supposed to have knowledge of public offenses 
to attend upon our courts and grand juries and 
to give evidence. There is a manifest resulting 
duty that these witnesses shall be protected from 
injury on account of their testimony. The in- 
vestigations of criminal offenses are often ren- 
dered futile and the punishment of crime im- 
possible by the intimidation of witnesses. 

The necessity of providing some more speedy 
method for disposing of the cases which now 
come for final adjudication to the Supreme 
Court becomes every year more apparent and 
urgent. The plan of providing some interme- 
diate courts baving final-avpellate jurisdiction of 
certain classes of questions and cases has, I 
think, received a more general approval from 
the bench and bar of the country than any other. 
Without attempting to discuss details I recom- 
mend that provision be made for the establish- 
ment of such courts. 

The salames of the Judges of the District 
Courts in many of the districts are,in my judg- 
ment, madequate. I recommend that all suacb 
salaries now below $5,000 perannoum be increased 
to thatamount. It is quite trué that the amount 
of labor performed by these Jud is unegual, 
but, as they cannot properly @€ngage in other 
pursuits to supplement their incomes, the salary 
should be such in ali cases as tO provide an in- 
dependent and comfortable suppalke 

REGARDING TRUSTS. 

Earnest attention should be given by Congress 
to a consideration of question bow far the 
restraint of those combinations of capital com- 
monly called “ trists"’ is matter of Federal ju- 
risdiction. When organized, as they often are, to 
crush out ali healthy competition and to monop- 
olize the production or gale of an article of com- 
merce and general] necessity they are dangerous 
conspiracies against the | and should 
be made the subject of hibitory and even 
penal legislation. 

The subject of an international copyright bas 
been frequently commended to the attention of 
Congress by my predecessors. The enactment of 
such @ law would be eminently wise and just. 

Our naturalization laws should be so revised 
as to make the inquiry into the moral character 
and good disposition toward our Government of 
the persons applying for citizenship more thor- 
ough. Thiscan only be done by taking fuller 
control of the examination, by fixing the times 
for hearing such applications, ana by requiring 
the presence of some one who shall represent 
the Government in the inquiry. Those who are 
the avowed enemies of social order ur who come 
to our shores to swell the injurious influence and 
to extend the evil practices of any association 
that defies our laws should not only be denied 
citizenship but a domicile. 

The enactment of a national bankrupt law of a 
character to be @ permanent part of our general 
legisiation is desirable. It should be simple in 
“$e methods and inexpensive in its administra- 

on. 


POSTAL AND NAVAL DEPARTMENTS. 


The Service Between New York and San 
Francisco—New Ships Wanted. 

The report of the Postmaster-General not only 
exhibits the operations of the department for 
the last fiscal year, but cofitains many valuable 
suggestions for the improvement and extension 
of the service which are commended to your at- 
tention. No other branch of the Government 
has so close a contact with the daily life of the 
people. Almost everyone uses the service it 
offers, and every hour gained in the transmission 
of the great commercial mails has an actual and 
possible value that only those engaged in trade 
can understand. The saving of one day in the 
transmission of the mails between New York. 
and San Francisco, which has recently been ac- 
complished, is an incident worthy of mention. 

The plan suggested of a supervision of the 
post-offices in separate districts that shall in- 
volve instruction and suggestion and a rating of 
the efficiency of the Postmasters would, I have 
no douvt, greatly improve the service. 

A pressing necessity exists for the erection of 
a building for the joint use of the department 
and of the city post-office. The department was 
partially relieved by,renting outside quarters for 
@ part of ite force, but it is again overcrowded. 
Thé@ building used by the city office never was fit 
for the purpose, and is now inadequate and un- 
wholesome. 

The unsutisfactory condition of the law relat- 
mg to the transmission through the mails of lot- 
tery advertisements and remittances is clearly 
stated by the Postmaster-General, and his sug- 
gestion as to amendments should have your fa- 
vorable consideration. 

NEW NAVAL VESSELS. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy shows 
& reorganization of the bureaus of that depart- 
ment that will, [do not doubt, promote the ef- 
ficiency of each. 


In general satisfactory progress has been made | 


in the construction of the new ships of war au- 
thorized by Congress. The first vessel of the new 
navy, the Dolphin, was subjected to severe trial 
tests and to much adverse criticism. But it is 
gratifying to be able to state th&t acruise around 
the world, from which she has recently returned, 
has demonstrated that sbe is a first-class vessel 
of her rate. 

The report of the Secretary shows that while 
the effective force of the navy is rapidly increas- 
ing by reason of the improved buiid and arma- 
ment of the new ships the. number of our ships 
fit for sea duty grows slowly. We had the 4th of 
March last thirty-seven serviceable ships, and 
though four have since been addéd to the listgthe 
total has not been. increased, because in the 
meantime four have been lost or condemned. 
Twenty-six additional vessels have been author- 
ized and appropriated for, but it is probable that 
when they are completed our list will only be in- 
creased to forty-two, a gain of five, e oid 
wooden ships are disappearing almost as fast as 
the new vessels are added. These facts carry 
their own argument. , 

One of the new ships may in fighting strength 
be equal to two of the old, but it cannot do the 
cruising duty of two. It is important, therefore, 


that we should have a more rapid increase in the. 


number of servicéabile ships.

- DISASTER AT SAMOA. 

An appalling calamity befell three of our naval 
vessels on duty at the Samoan Islands, in tne 
harber of Apia, in March last, invovling the 
loss of four, officers and forty-seven sea- 
men, of two vessels, the Trenton and the 
Vandalia, and the disabling of a third, 
the Nipsic. Three vessels of the German navy, 
also in the harbor, shared with our ships the 
force of the hurricane and suffered even more 
heavily. While moufning the brave officers and 
men who died, facing with high resolve periis 
greater than those of battle, it is most gratifying 
to state that the credit of the American navy for 
seamanship, courage, and generosity was mag- 
- ed sustained in the storm-beaten harbor 
of Apia. 


TREATIES WITH THE INDIANS 


Thetr Edacation and the Allotment of 
Lands to Tthem—lInterior Department. 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior ex- 

hibite the transactions of the Government with 


| the Indian tribes. Substantial progress has been | 


made in the education of the children of school 
age and in the allotment of lands to adult In- 
dians. It isto be regretted that the policy of 
bréaking up the tribal relation and of dealing 
with the Indian as an individual did not appear 
earlier in our legislation. Large reservations, 
a oberg ote and the maintenance of the 
autoority of the chiefs and head men have de- 
prived the individual of every incentive to the 
exercise of thrift, and the annuity has contribut- 
ed an affirmative impulse towards a state of con- 
firmed pauperism. 

Our jreaty stipulations should be observed 
with fidelity, and our leuislation shoula be highiv 
considerate of the best interests of an ignorant 
and eens peopie. The reservations are now 
generally surrounded by white settlements. We 
can no longer push the Indian back into the 
wilderness, and it remains ys J by every suitable 
agency to push bim upward into the state of a 
self-supporting and responsible citizen. For the 
adult, first step is to locate him: 
upon @ farm, and for the child. to 
piace him in a school. School attend- 
ance should be promoted by every moral 

ency, and, that failing, should be «compelled. 
The national schools for Indians have been suc- 
cessful and should be multiplied, and as far as 

sible should be so organized and conducted as 
0 fucilitate the transfer of the schools to the 
States or Territories tn which they are locatei 
when the Indians in a neighborhood have ac- 
cepted citizenship and have become otherwise 
fitted for such a transfer. This condition of 
things will be attained slowly, but it will pe 
hastened b pes tro itin mind. And in the 
meantime that cooperation between the Govern- 
ment and the mission schools. which has wrought 
much good, should be cordially and impartially 
maintained, 

The last Congress enacted two distinct laws 
rons to negotiations with the Sioux Indians 
of Dakota for a relingfishment of a portion of 
their lands to the United States and for divid- 
ing the remainder into separate reservations. 
Both were approved on the same day—March 2. 
The one submitted to the Indtans a specific 
proposition; the other (Sec, 8 of the Indian Ap- 
propriation act) authorized the President to ap- 
point three Commissioners to negotiate with 
these Indians for accomplishment 
of the purpose, and

should be Congress 
for ratification. The 8th day of April last I 
appointed the Hon. Charles Foster of Ohio, the 
Hon. William Warner of Missouri, and Maj. 
Gen. George Crook of the Unitea States army 
Commissioners under the last named act. These 
were, however, authorized and directed, first, to 
submit to the Indians the definite proposition 
mede to them by the act first mentioned, and 
only in the event of a failure to secure the as- 
sent of the requisite number to that proposition 
to open negotiations for modified terms under 
the other act. The work of the commission 
was prolonged and arduous, but the assent of 
the requisite number was, it 1s understood, 
finally obtained to the proposition made by Con- 
gress, though the report of the commission has 
not yet been submitted. In view of these facts I 
shail not at present deem it necessary to submit 
the agreement to Congress for ratification, but 
it willin due course be submitted fur informa- 
tion. This agreement releases to the United 
States about 9,000,000 acres of land. 

NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE CHEROKERS. 

The commission provided for by Sec. 14 of the, 
Indian Appropriation bill, to negotiate with the 
Cherokee indians and all other Indians owning 
or claiming lands lying west 
ninty-sixth degree of longitude 
cession to the United States of ail 
such iands, was constituted by the appointment 
of tne Hon. Lucius Fairchild of Wisconsin, the 
Hon. John F. Uartranft of Pennsylvania, and 
the Hon, Alfred M. Wilson of Arkansas, and or- 
ganized June 29 last. Their first conference with / 
the representatives of the Cherokees was held at 
ee July 29 with no definite results. Gen. 
John F. Hartranft of Pennsylvania was pre- 
vented by ill-health from taking part in the con- 
ference. His death, which occurred recently, is 
justiy and generally lamented by a people he had 
served with conspicuous gallaotry in war ana 
with great fidelity in peace. Thé vacancy thus 
created was filled by the appointment of the 
Hon. Warren G. Sayre of Indiana. A second 
conference between the commission and the 
Cherokees was begun Wov. 6, but no results have 
yet been obtained, noris it believed that a con- 
clusion can be immediately expected. 

The cattie syndicate now occupying the lands 
for grazing pepeers is clearly one of the agen- 
cies responsible for the obstruction ofour nego- 
tiations with the Cherokees. The large body of 
agricultural lands constituting what is known as 
the “* Cherokee outlet’ ought not to be, and in- 
deed cannot long be, held for grazing, and for the 
advantage of a few against the public interests 
and the best advantage of the Indians them- 
selves. The United Stateshas now under the 
treaties certain rights lands. 
These will not be u oppressively, but it can- 
not be allowed that those who by sufferance oc- 
cupy these lands shall interpose to defeat the 
wise and beneficent pu es of the Government. 
I cannot but believe that the advantageous char- 
acter of the offer made by the United States to 
the Cherokee Nation for a full release of tnese 
lands, as compared with other su tions now 
made to them, will yet obtain for it a favorable 
consideration. 

OKLAHOMA MATTERS. 

Under the agreement made between the United 
States and the Muscogee (or Creek) Nation of 
Indians on the 19th day of January, 1889, au ab- 
solute title was secured oy the United States to 
about three and a half millions of acres of land. 
Sec. 12 of the General Indian Appropriation act, 
approved March 2, 1889, made provision for the 
purchase by the United States from the Sem- 
nole tribe of a certain portion of their lands. 
The delegates of the Seminole Nation, having 
first duly evidenced to me their power to act in 
that behalf, delivered a proper release and con- 
veyance to the United States of all the lands 
mentioned in the act, which was accepted by 
me and certified to be in compliance with 
the statute. By the terms of beth the acts 
referred to all the lands so purchased were 
dedlared to be a partof the public domain, and 
open to séttlement underthe Homestead law. 
But of the lands embraced in these purchases, 
being in the aggreggte about five and a half 
million aeres, three and a half million acres had 
already, under the termsof the treaty of 1866, 
been acquired by the United States for the pur- 
pose of settling other Indiam tribes thereon, and 
had been appropriated te that purpose. The 
land remaining and available fér settlement con 
sisted of 1,887,7 acres, surrounded on all sides 
by lands in the occupancy of Indian. tribes. 
Congress had provided no civil goverrment for 
the people who were to be invited by my procia- 
mation to settle upon these lands, except as 
the new court, whichQDjhadfjbeen established 
ut Muskogee, or the United States 
courts in some of the adjoining 
States, had power to enforce the general laws 
of the United’States. In this condition of things 
I was quite reluctant to open the lands to set- 
tlement. Butin view of the fact that several 
thousand persons, many of them with their fam- 
ilies, had gathered upon the borders of the Indian 
Territory witha view to securing homesteads 
on the ceded lands, and that delay would involve 
them in much loss and suffering, I did, the 23d 
day of March last, issue a proclamation declar- 
ing that the lands therein described would be 
open to settlement under the provisions of the 
law the 22d day of April followmg, at 12 o’clock 
noon. Two land districts had been estdéDlished, 
and the offices were open for the transaction of 
business when the appointed time arrived. 

CLIIES IN THE TERRITORY. 

It is much to the credit of the settlers that 
they generally observed the limitation as to the 
time when they might enter the Territory. Care 
will be taken that those who entered in violation 
of the law do not secure the advantage they un- 
fairly sought. There was a good deal of appre- 
hension that the strife for locations would result 
in much violence and bloodshed, but happily 
these anticipations were not realized. It is esti- 
mated that there are now in the ‘l'erritory about 
60,000 people, and several considerable towns 
have sprung up for which temporary municipal 
governments have been organized, Guthrie is 
said to have now @ population of almost 8,000. 
Eleven schools and nine churches have been 
established, and three daily and five weekly 
newspapers are published in this city whose 
charter and ordinances have only the sanction 
of the voluntary acguiescence of the people from 
day to day. 

Oklahoma City has a population of about 5,000, 
and is proportionately as well provided as Guta- 
rie with churches, schools, and newspapers. 
Other towns and villages baving populations of 
from 100 to 1,000 are scattered over the Terri- 
to 


ry. 

In order to secure the peace of this new com- 
munity, in the absence of civil government, I 
directed Gen. Merritt, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, to act in conjunction with 
the Marshals of the United States to preserve 
the peace, and upon their requisition to use the 
troops to aid them in executing warrants and in 
quieting any riots or breaches of the peace that 
might occur. He was further directed to 
use his influence to promote good order 
and to avoid any conflicts between or 
with che settlers. Believing that te in- 
trodiction of saloons where no ljegal restraints 
or regulations existea would endanger the puD- 
lic peace, and in view of the fact that such liq- 
uors must first be introduced into the indian 
reservations before reaching the white settie- 
ments, I further directed the General command- 
ing to enforce the laws relating to the introduc- 
tion of ardent spirits into the Indian country. 

The presence of the troops bas given & sense 
of security to the weil-disposed citizens, and has 
tended to restrain the lawless, In one instance 
the officer in immediate command of the troops 
went further than I deemed justifiable in sup- 
porting the de facto municipal government of 
Guthrie, and he was so informed, and directed to 
limit tne interference of the military support of 
the Marshals on the lines indicated in the orig- 
inal order. 


lurgentiy recommend that Congress at once 


provide a Territorial Government for these peo- " 


pie. Serious questions, which may at any time 
lead to violent outbreaks, are awaiting the insti- 
tution of courtsfor their peacerul adjustment. 
The American genius for seif-goverrment has 
been well illustrated in Oklahoma, but it is 
neither safe nor wise to leave these people longer 
to the expedients which h.ve temporarily served 
them. Provisions should be made for the acquisi- 
tion of title to town lots in the towas now estab- 
lished in Alaska, for locating town sites, and for 
the establishment of municipal governments, 


Only the mining laws have been exte 
ndea to that 
a) ane no other form of title to lands can 
et er obtained. general land laws wera 
med with reference to the disposition of agri- 
cultural lands, and itis doubtful if their opera- 
tion in Alaska would be beneficial.

SETTLING ON PUBLIO LANDS. 


The Settlement of Gonest Claims Facili- 
tated—Alaskan Affairs. 

We have fortunately not extended to Alaska 
the mistaken policy of establishment of reserva- 
tions for Indian tribes, and can deal with them 
from the beginning as individuais with, Iam 
sure, better results. But any disposition of the 
public lands and any regulations relating to tim- 
ber and to the fisheries should have a kindly re- 
gard to their interests. Having no power to levy 
taxes the peopie of Alaska are wholly dependent 
upon the General Government, to whose rev- 
enues the seal fisheries maxe a large ‘an- 
nual contribution. An appropriation for 
education should neither be overlooked 
por stinted. The smaliness of the population 
and the great distances between the settlements 
offer serious obstacles to the establishment of 
the usual territorial form of government. Per- 
haps the prguaization of several sub-districts, 
with asmal!l municipal council of limited powers 
for each, would be safe and useful. 

Attention is called in this connection to the 
suggestions of the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
lating to the establishment of another port of 
entry in Alaska, and of other needed customs 
facilities and regulations, 

LAND LAWS. 

In the administration of the land laws the pol- 
10y of facilitating in every proper way the adjust- 
ment of the honest claims of individual settlers 
upon the public lands hus been pursued. The 
number of pending cases had auring the preceding 
Administration been greatly increased under the 
operation of orders for a time. suspending tinal 
action in @ large part of the cases originating in 
the West and Northwest and by the supsequent 
use of unusual methods of examination. Only 
those who are familiar with the conditions under 
which our agricultural lanas have been settled 
can appreciate the serious and often fatal conse- 
quences to the settier of a policy that puts his 
title under suspicion or delays tne issuance of 
his patent. While care is taken to pre- 
vent and to expose fraud it should 
not be imputed without reason. The manifest 
purpose of the Homestead and Preémption laws 
was to promote the settlement of the public do- 
main by persons having a bona fide intent to 
makea home upon the selected lands, Where 
this Mtentis well established and the require- 
ments of the law have been substantially com- 
plied with, the claimant is entitled to a prompt 
and friendly consideration -of his case. Bat 
where there is reason to believe that the claim- 
ent is a mere agent of another who is seeking to 
evade a law intended to promote small holdings, 
and to secure by fraudulent methods large tracts 
of timber and other lands, both principal and 
agent should not only be thwarted in their fraud- 
ulent purpose, but should be. made to feel the 
full penalty of our criminal statutes. The law 
should be so administered as not to confound 
these two classes, and to visit penalties only 
upon the latter. 

The unsettled state of the titles to large bodies 
of landsin the Territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona has greatly retarded the development 
of those Territories. Provision should be made 
by jaw for the prompt trial and final adjustment 
before @ judicial triounal or commission of all 
claims based upon Mexican grants. It1s not 
just toan intelligent and enterprising ople 
that their peace should be disturbed and their 
prosperity retarded by these old contentions. I 
express the hope that differences of opinion as 
to methods may yield to the urgency of the case. 

PENSIONS AND THEIR ALLOWANCE. 

The law now provides a pension for every soldier 
and sailor who was mustered into the service of 
the United States durimg the Civil War and is 
now suffering from wounds or disease ha an 
origin in the service and in the line of duty, Two. 
of the three necessary facts—viz.: muster and 
disability, are usually susceptible of easy proof; 
but the third, origin in the service, is often diffi- 
cultand in many deserving cases impossible to 
establish. That many of those who endured the 
hardships of our most bloody and arduous cam- 
paigns are now disabled from diseases that had 
areal, but not traceable, origin in the service, I 
do notdoubt. Besides these there is another 
class composed of men many of whom served an 
enlistment of three full years, and of re- 
enlisted veterans who added a fourth year 
of service, who escaped the casualties of battle 
And the assaults of disease, who were always 
ready for any detail, who wete in every battle 
line of their command, and were mustered out in 
sound health, and have sitfee the close of the 
war, while fighting with the same indomitable 
and independent spirit the contests-of civil life, 
been overcome by disease or casualty. 

Iam not unaware that the pension-roll already 
involves a large annual expenditure; neither 
am I deterred by that fact from recommending 
that Congress t a pension to such honorably 
discharged soldiers and sailors of the Civil War , 
as, having rendered substantial service during 
the war, are now depeadent upon their own labor 
for a maintenance, and Wy disease or casualty 
are incapacitated from earning it. Many of the 
men who would be included in this form of re- 
lief are now dependent upon public aid, and it 
does not, in my *judgmént, consist with the 
national honor that they shall continue to sub- 
sist upon the local relief given indiscriminately 
to paupers instead of upon the special and gen 
erous provision of the nation they served so 
gallantiy and unselfishly. Our people will, lam 
sure, generally approve such legislation. And I 
am equally sure that the survivors of the Union 
army and navy will fee) a grateful sense of relief 


‘when this worthy and euffering class of their 


comrades is fairly cared for. 

Tnere are some manifest inequalities in the 
existing law that should be remedied. To some 
of these the Secretary of the .Interior has called 
attention. It is gratifymg to be.able to state 
that by the adoption of new and better methods 
in.the War Department the calls of the Pension 
Office for information as to the military and hos- 
pital records of pension claimants are now 
promptly answered, and the injurious and vexa- 
tious delays that have heretofore occurred are 
entirely avoided. This will atly facilitate 
the adjustment of all pending claims. 


THE FOUR NEW STATES ADMITTED. 


Their Resources and Development—Inter- 
State Commerce. 

The advent of four new States, South Daxota, 
North Dakota, Montana, and Washington, into 
the Union under the Constitution, in the same 
month, and the admission of their duly chosen 
representatives to our national Congress at the 


same session, is an event as unexampled as it is | 


interesting. The certification of the votes cast 


‘and of the Constitutions adopted in each of the 


States was filed wrth me as required by the 
eighth section of the act of Feb. 22, 1889, by the 
Governors of said Territories. respectively, Hav- 
ing, after a careful examination, found that the 
several Constitutions and governments were 
republican in form and not repug- 
nant to the Constitution of the - United 
States, that all the provisions of the 
act of Congress bad been complied with, and 
that a majority of the votes castin each of said 

ropesed States was in favor of the adoption of 

e Constitution submitted therein, I did so de- 
clare by a separate proclamation as to each; as 
to North Dakota and South Dakota Saturday, 
Nov. 2, as to Montana Friday, Nov. 8, and as 
to Washington Monday, Nov. 11. 

Each of these States has within it resources 
the developmect of which will employ the ener- 
gies of, and yield a comfortable subsistence to, a 

reat population. The smallest of these new 
Staten, ashington, stands twelfth, and the 
largest, Montana, third, among the forty-two in 
area. The people of these States are 
already well trained, intelligent, and patriotic 
American citizens, having common interests and 
sympathies with those of the older States, and a 
common purpose to defend the integrity and up- 
hold the honor of the Nation. 
PROTECTION Of RAILWAY EMPLOYES. 

The attention of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission has been called to tne urgent need 
of Congressional legislation for the better pro- 
tection of the lives and limbs of those engaged in 
operating the great Inter-State freight lines of 
the cduntry, and especially of the yardmen and 
prakemen. A petition, signed by nearly 10,000 
railway brakemen, was presented to the scom- 
mission asking that steps might be taken to bring 
about the use of automatic brakes and couplers 
on freight cars. At a meoting of State Railroad 
Commissioners and their accredited representa- 
tives held at Washington in March last upon the 
invitation of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion a resolution was unanimously adopted urg- 
ing the commission ‘to cousider what can be 
done to prevent the loss of life and limb in coup- 
img and uncoupling freight cars ana in handling 
the brakes of such cars.” During the year end- 
ing June B®, over 2,000 railroad em- 
ployés were in service and 
more than 20,000 injured, It is 
competent, I think, for Congress to require uni- 
formity in the construction of cars used in inter- 
State commerce, and the use of improved safety 
appliances upon such trains. Time will be nec- 
essary to make the needed changes, but an ear- 
nest and intellicent beginning should be made 
at once. It is a reproach to our civilization that 
any class of American workmen should, in the 
pursuit of @ necessary and useful vocation, 
subjected toa peril of life and limb as great as 
that of a soldier in the time of war. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The creation of an executive department, to 
be known as the Department of Agriculture, by 
the act of Feb. 9 last, was a wise and timely re- 
sponse to a request which had long been respect- 
fully urged by the farmets of the country. But 
much remains to be done to perform the organ- 
ization of the department so that it may fairly 
realize the expectations which its creation ¢x- 
cited. In this connection attention ts called to 
the suggestions ‘contained in the report of the 
Secretary, which is herewith submittea. The 
need of alaw officer for the department, such as 
is provided for the other executive 
partments, is manifest. The failure 
of the last Congress to make the usual provision 
for the publhecation of the annum report shovld 
be promptly rem The public interest in 
the report and ite value te tae farming comme 
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nity Iam sure will not be diminished under the 
new organization of the department. 
« ITrecommend that the weather service be sep 
arated from the War Department. and estac- 
lished as a bureau in the Department of Agri- 
culture. This will involve an entire reorganiza- 
tion both of the weather bureau and of the sig- 
nal corps, making of the first a purely civil or- 
ganization and of the other a purely milita 
staff corps. The report of the Chief Signal Oni. 
cer shows that tne work of the corps on its mul- 
itary side has been deteriorating. 

he interests of the ple of the District of 
Columbia should not be lost sight of in the pres- 
sure for consideration of measures affec the 
whole country. Havimg no Legislature of its 
own, either municipal or general, its people must 
look to Congress for the regulation of all those 
concerns that in the States are the subject of 
locaf control. Our whole people have an inter- 
est that the National Capital should be made at- 
tractive and beautiful, and, above all, that its 
repute for social order should be well main- 
tained. The laws regulating the sale of mtoxi- 
cating drinks in the District should be 
revised with a view to bringing the 
traffic under stringent limitations and control. 
In execution of the power conferred upon me by 
the act making appropriations for the expenses 
of the District of Columbia for the year end: 
June 30, 1889, I dd.on the ifth day of Annes 
last, appoint Rudolph Hering of ew York, 
Samuel M. Gray of Rhode Island, and Frederick 
P. Stearns of Massachusetts, three ermhinent san- 
itary engineers, to examine and report upon the 
system of sewerage existing in the District of 
Columbia. Their report, which is not yet eom- 
pleted, will be in due course submitted to Con- 
gress. 

The report of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict is herewith transmitted, and the attention of 
eee is called to the suggestions contained

REGARDING THE WORLD’S FAIR, 


No Particular City Advocated—Work of 


the Civil Service Commission. 

The proposition to observe the four hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of America by the 
opening of a World's Fair or Exposition in some 
one of out great cities wili be presented for tne 
consideration of Congress. The value and inter- 
est of such an Exposition may well claim the 
promotion of the General Government. 

The 4th of March last the Civil-Service Com: 
mission had but a single member. The vacancies 
were filled the 7th day of May, and since then the 

ommissioners have been industriously, though 
with an inadequate force, engaged in execyting 
the law. They were assured by me that a cor-. 
dial support would be given them in the faithful 
and impartial enforcement of the statute and of 
the rules and regulations adopted in aid of it. 

Heretofore the book of eligibles nas been closed 

to every one except as certifications were made 
upon the requisition of the appointing officers. 
This secrecy Was the source of much suspicion 
and of many charges of favoritism in the admin- 
istration of the law. What is secret is alwa 
suspected: whatis open can be judged, 
commission, with the full approval of all its 
members, has now opened the list of eligibles to 
the public. The eligible lists for the classified 
oe gece ana custom-houses are now pub- 
icly posted in the respective offices, as are 
also the certifications for appointments. 
The purpose of the Civil Service law was abso- 
lutely to exclude any other consideration 
in connection with the appoimtments under 
it than that of merit as tested by the ex- 
aminations. The business proceeds upon the 
theory that both the examin boards and the 
appointing officers are absolutely ignorant as to 
the political views and associations of all pér- 
sons On the civil service lists. I: is not too much 
to say, however, that some recent gressional 
investigations have somewhat shaken public 
confidence in the impartiality of the selections 
for appointment. , 

The reform of the civil service will make 
safe or satisfactory advance until the

I have also suggested to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral that he adopt some plan by which he can, 
upon basis of the reports to the department 
and of frequent inspections, indicate the reia- 
tive merit of Postmasters of each class. They 
will be appropriately indicated in the official reg- 
ister and in the report to the department. That 
a great stimulus would thas be given to the 
whole service I do not doubt, and such a record 
would be the vest defense against 
removals from office.

The 
sudden emancipation of the slavesof the South, 
the bestowal of the suffrage. which soon fol- 
lowed, and the impairment of the ability of the 
States where these new citizens were chi 
found to adequately provide educational facil 
ties, presented rot only exceptional but unex- 
ampled conditions. That the situation has beea 
much ameliorated there is no doubt. The 
ability of the States nas been greatly in- 
creased. Much work remains to be done, and 
I think the General Government should lend ite 
aid by legislation. The necessity of a national 
grant in aid of education grows chiefly out of the 
condition and needs of the emancipated siaves 
and their descendants.

LYNCHING OF A MARYLAND FIRE-BUG. 


Joe Vermillion of Upper Mariboro Taken

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were rather 
more animated yesterday, though there was no 
large volume of trading, not even in wheat. But 
the feeling averaged firmer, as was natural after 
the excitement attending the winding up of busi- 
bess which matured about the close of last week. 

The other day a Board of Trade firm received 
an order from Milwaukee to sell 25,000 bu corn 
for January at3lc. The market was watched all 
day foran opportunity to fill the order, but in 
vain, as the price hung atrifie below the figure 
named, The statement that the corn was not 
sold was responded to with the remark that 
another firm had sold at 8lc, and it seemed 
strange one house could not do* what another 
could do. Itis such little things. as these that 
show how business is sometimes done in other 
places than the regular market. 

The sum of the visible supply of wheat and the 
quantity on ocean passage is 50,230,000 bu, which 
is 9,690,000 bu less than the total of a year ago. 

A Minneapolis authority has summed up the 
wheat in country elevators in thes Northwest as 
being less than 10,000,000, which is much less 
than the 14,000,000 ®u widely expected to be the 
resuit.of the count for the beginning of Decem- 
ber. Also advices from that section tay there is 
a faliing off to the extent of 50@75 per cent in 
the volume of deliveries by farmers. The same 
thing was said a couple of weeks ago and not 
substantiated by the facts, which makes the 
trade slow to believe it this time, but it may be 
true for all that. In any event the demand for 
cash wheat at Minneapolis may be accepted as 
an indication that buyers think it 1s about time 
to take hold if they would avoid paying still 
higher prices in tne future. No. 1 Northern 
there went up %c yesterday. 

Foreign houses were reporied to be buying a 
great deal of wheat in New York for May, and 
they bought some here. Are they, too, stimua- 
lated by the facts above noted? The.increase in 
the quantity on ocean passage is not a large 
one, and the most bearish fact in connection with 
itis that the increase appears to be chiefly in 
shipments from India. 

A speculator remarks that this is the right end 
of the month for an advance in the markets. It 
is much more healthy than when it occurs at the 
close. For instance, corn last Friday, which 
was 0 decidedly unhealthy rise for those who 
were caught short. 

The clearances from the Atlantic seaboard re- 
ported yesterday included 108,000 bu wheat and 
80,000 pkgs flour, which is a rather liberal outgo. 

New York reports 184,000 bu corn and Baiti- 
more 56,000 bu wheat taken for export. 

Stocks of grain in private elevators in this city 
are reported to include 1,050,000 bu wheat and 
575,000 bu oats, 

The receipts of wheat in Liverpool during the 
last three days reported were 352.000 bu, of which 
only 72,000 bu were credited to Atlantic ports of 
the United States, 

‘The receipts of wheatin Duluth for the last 
three months were 13,117,290 bu, and the sbip- 
ments 10,271,557 bu. The receipts of last month 
exceeded those of the three months ending with 
November last year. 8 


MAREETS ON "CHANGE. 

Flour was quiet, with no noted change in prices, 
but the feeling among holders was firm in sym- 
pathy with the greater strength exhibited in the 
wheat market in the last half of the session. 

Wheat was in better demand and firmer, but 
not so strong as might havé been expectea from 
the stronger cables, Liverpool being quoted lo@ 
id higher, and the further falling off in receipts 
in the Northwest, with only 641 cars taken in by 
Duluth and Minneapolis. The leading feature of 
the day Was @free buying for this month and 
sailing @gainst it for May by warchousemen who 
want to carry the grain through the winter, 
which narrowed the difference between the two 
and tended to keep down the price for May in 
spite of a good demand for the latter, part of 
which was on foreign account.
